



Tories may peg dollar, investors warned 


WINNIPEG (CP) — Richardson Securi¬ 
ties Inc. has advised its clients to stop 
speculating in Canadian dollars futures 
because of the possibility that the Clark 
government might “peg” the value of the 
dollar. 

In a commodities opinion letter pub¬ 
lished after the May 22 election, the firm 
said Conservatives criticized Liberals dur¬ 
ing the campaign for their handling of 

exchange rates. 


“Given the possibility that Mr. Clark 
may have to fight another election within 
the next 18 months, he may seek to defuse 
the exchange rate issue by pegging our 
currency to the U. S. dollar at some 
arbitrarily determined level.” 

The firm mentioned 87 cents U.S. as one 
possible value of a pegged Canadian dol¬ 
lar, but it said advisers to the Clark gov¬ 
ernment could also opt for 86 or 85 cents. 


Research analyst Harold Davis, the au¬ 
thor of the report, said Wednesday he has 
no inside information about what course of 
action the new government might take. 

But he said the possibility of a pegged 
dollar makes other areas of investment 
more attractive to speculators for the time 
being. 

“For the speculator, we’re just saying, 
“Play something else.’ ” 


The International Monetary Market in 
Chicago is the world’s only market that 
handles currency futures, and futures 
prices tend to rise and fall in line with 
“spot” prices for various currencies. 

In recent days, futures contracts in Ca¬ 
nadian dollars for June of this year have 
been trading at roughly 86*4 to 86*4 cents

Davis said the Conservatives have ruled 
out foreign borrowings and massive in¬ 
tervention in the market as ways of con¬ 
trolling the value of a “floating” dollar. 

And since most people don’t understand 
the meaning of foreign exchange move¬ 
ments and associate a lower value for the 
dollar with economic mismanagement, he 
said the Conservatives could find pegging 
the dollar a popular move.

House 
reopens 
June 6 


The new B.C. Legislature 
will open for what is expect¬ 
ed to be a relatively brief 
seesion Wednesday, June 6 
at 3 p.m. Estimates are that 
it will run through the month 
of June and into mid-July be¬ 
fore the legislators take 
their break. 

The session will require a 
new throne speech, probably 
a modified version of the 
speech delivered on March 
22; legislation to deal with 
the distribution of B.C. Re¬ 
sources Investment Corpo- 
poration shares; and de¬ 
tailed debate on the budget 
brought down on April 2. 

The new house will see the 
Social Credit party with a 
majority reduced from 35 to 
31 seats. 

NDP house leader William 
King said he was a little 
disturbed at the shortness of 
the notflfc and suggested “it 
could be a long, hot sum¬ 
mer.”

bly. But Tuesday’s finding of 
suspected metal fatigue was 
more serious and inspec¬ 
tions, both compulsory and 
voluntary, were ordered by a 
large number of airlines 
around the world. 

In Ottawa, a federal trans¬ 
port ministry spokesman 
said Wardair must await a 
special investigation by 
McDonnell Douglas offi¬ 
cials, makers of the air¬ 
craft. before resuming char¬ 
ter flights. 


A Wardair spokesman in 
Edmonton said one of their 
$40 million planes was al¬ 
ready in Toronto awaiting 
inspection when the Cana¬ 
dian order was issued while 
the other, empty, was flying 
to Toronto from Scotland. 

Wardair expected to re¬ 
sume its scheduled overseas 
flights tonight following a 
further inspection of their 
engine mounts, a company 
spokesman said Tuesday. 

The transport ministry de¬ 


clined to follow the Ameri¬ 
can lead Monday in ground¬ 
ing the DC-lOs. But the more 
serious findings Tuesday left 
the department no choice but 
to order the Wardair planes 
grounded, said the spokes¬ 
man. 

The U.S. government or¬ 
der followed the discovery of 
“grave and potentially dan¬ 
gerous deficiencies” in the 
assembly holding the planes’ 
engines to the wings. 

“I have no choice but to 


ground all U.S. DC-lOs im¬ 
mediately,” Langhome 
Bond, head of the Federal 
Aviation Administration, an¬ 
nounced at a news confer¬ 
ence. 

Bond told the Washington 
news conference that the 
trouble with the DC-lOs in¬ 
volves more than the engine¬ 
mounting bolt that broke as 
the doomed American Air¬ 
lines flight was taking off 
Friday. After the bolt 
snapped, the plane lost an 


engine, ^nd crashed in 
flames. 

Bond said inspections car¬ 
ried out since Friday’s crash 
have revealed defects in the 
assemblies that hold the en¬ 
gines to the wings of an un¬ 
specified number of DC-lOs 
owned by United and North¬ 
west airlines. 

Shortly before Bond an¬ 
nounced the grounding of the 
planes, McDonnell Douglas 
Corp., manufacturer of the 
DC-10, said an inspection in 
Chicago had revealed a 
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35-ton puff for incinerator

Doctor charges 
winnings theft 


TORONTO (CP) — James 
Nicholas of Strathroy, Ont., 
has been charged with theft 
over $200 after a dispute over 
the jackpot prize of $1,278,- 
127.50 in the Lottario lottery 
draw April 28. 

Provincial police said 
Tuesday Dr. Megeri Ede of 
Kingston, Ont., owned the 
winning ticket but did not 
want to collect the prize in 
person because he wanted to 
avoid publicity. He gave the 


ticket to a friend and asked 
the friend to pick up the 
money,-which Lottario says 
is the largest single lottery 
windfall in the world. 

Ede said he agreed to pay 
his friend $800. The friend 
picked up the mbney but re¬ 
fused to give it to him. 

Provincial police said they 
have recovered $500,000 in 
bank drafts and the rest of 
the winnings are frozen in a 
bank account by a court 
order.

‘America's sweetheart ’ in 1925 and 1978

dies at 86,

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Silent screen star Mary Pick- 
ford, North America’s sweetheart in the 1920s, died Tuesday 
at Santa Mopica Hospital of a stroke. She was 86. 

The Tjm>nto-bom Miss Pickford had been in apparently 
good condition until Friday, when her husband Buddy 
Rogers entered her bedroom and found her in a failing 
condition, said the former movie queen’s secretary, Linda 
Humphries. 

Rogers summoned a doctor and Miss Pickford was 
taken to hospital, where her condition deteriorated. 

“She was a strong-minded woman and she fought for 
her life,” said Miss Humphries. “But her age was against 

her.” 

Miss Pickford told friends she preferred to be remem¬ 
bered as she looked 50 or 60 years ago, when, in more 
than 200 films between 1909 and 1933, she invariably por¬ 
trayed a sweet, spunky, innocent and wholesome young girl 
with golden tresses. 
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IROQUOIS, Ont. (CP) — 
The engine and three cars of 
a Via Rail turbo train bound 
for Toronto from Montreal 
were damaged by fire Tues¬ 
day, company spokesmen 
said. 

All 205 passengers and six 
crew members on board 
escaped serious injury al¬ 
though three women suf¬ 
fered sprained ankles jump¬ 
ing from the burning train. 

The passengers fled the 
train which stopped about 
five kilometres west of Mor- 
risburg. They abandoned the 
train in the middle of a mos¬ 
quito-infested swamp and 
were eventually forced to 
walk about three kilometres 
to a level crossing. Most car¬ 
ried their baggage although 
some left bags on the turbo 
which were retrieved later. 

The passengers were 
picked up by a Rapido train 
bound for Toronto and con¬ 
tinued their journey after 
the fire was extinguished 
and the line reopened. 

Peter Buckley of Mon¬ 
treal, a passenger on the 
train, said there was no indi¬ 
cation of fire when the train 
came to a stop in the wooded 
area. 

He said about five minutes 
later crew members rushed 
through advising passengers 
to leave the train. 

‘‘Stepping out onto the 
track we could see flames 
and heavy black smoke com¬ 
ing out through the exhaust 
on the top of the train.” 

Within 15 minutes the en¬ 
gine was engulfed by fire, he 
said. 

Constable Lee McCasslin 
of the Ontario Provincial Po¬ 
lice said the front car was so 
badly damaged the body 
sagged on to the rails.

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No timber 
to swap MB, 
says Chabot 

MacMillan Bloedel Ltd. refuses to sell the 9,000 acres 
surrounding Princess Louisa Inlet, and the province has 
no crown timber to trade. Parks Minister James Chabot said 
Tuesday. 

“We have a very difficult situation,” he commented. 

The giant timber company has said that logging of th .* 
lO-kilometi'e-long fjord northeast of Powell River will start 
next year unless ownership of the land can be exchanged for 
other timberland of equal value and productivity. 

Members of the Princess Louisa International Society, 
which looks after Chatterbox Falls Park at the head of the 
fjord, have protested the logging, which they say will leave a 
scar for a long time. 

Chabot said the situation was not as simple as it 
seems. 

“The only place that we have crown timber is in pro¬ 
vincial parkland,” he said. “I am not about to start ex¬ 
changing parkland timber for the acquisition of addi¬ 
tional parkland. 

“There is nothing I would like better than to see a park 
in place in the inlet, but the company refuses to sell, and 
I don’t know of any land that we could exchange." 

He said that if MacMillan Bloedel came up with a pro¬ 
posal to sell, or a suggestion for land that would be suit¬ 
able for exchange, the provincial government would be 
interested in taking a look at it. 

Chabot felt that if selective cutting and immediate 
reforestation programs were in place, the logging scars 
would probably be concealed in seven or eight years. 

“That is a rain forest area, and it would heal quickly," 
he said.

Bond said all DC- 10s would 
undergo a “comprehensive 
inspection*’ for possible 
problems in the engine-to¬ 
wing mountings. He said 
FAA officials would distrib¬ 
ute new inspection proce¬ 
dures to the airlines. 

Officials said each plane 
will be permitted to return to 
service after its inspection 
by airline mechanics, who 
are licensed by the FAA. 

Even after the aircraft are 
returned to service. Bond 
said, the engine mountings 
will be inspected every 10 
days or every 100 flying 
hours — whichever comes 
first — until the FAA devel¬ 
ops a permanent inspection 
plan. 

He declined to estimate 
how long his order would 
keep the planes on the 
ground, but saidft is possible 
the jets might be back in the 
air in a matter of hours or 
two or three days. 

“I hope that it will not 
disrupt U.S. air traffic. But 
if that is necessary, that will 
be the case,” he said 

Bond conceded that the en¬ 
gine mountings all have un¬ 
dergone periodic inspec¬ 
tions, and cracks and other 
potential problems escaped 
attention. 

“There is no question: 
somewhere along the line we 
didn’t do it right,” he said.

VANCOUVER (CP) — One hundred twenty persons 
scheduled to fly to Hawaii were already aboard their 
Western Airlines DC-10 when the order to ground the 
aircraft came through. 

Doug McIntyre, manager of Western’s operations 
at Vancouver International Airport, said arrangements 
were made to fly the passengers on CP Air nearly 12 
hours after their original flight was to have left. 

“They (the passengers) were not exactly overjoyed 
but they realized what is being done is strictly for 
their own safety,” McIntyre said in an interview.

Air Canada is carrying out 
a special inspection of its 
Lockheed 1011 jets to ensure 
there are no problems with 
the bolts which bind the en¬ 
gines to the wing.

Since the method of at¬ 
taching the engine on the 
L-1011 is sufficiently differ¬ 
ent from the mounting sys¬ 
tem on a DC-10, no problems 
are anticipated, he added. 

The eight U.S. airlines that 
fly the DC-10 scrambled for 
substitute aircraft Tuesday, 
while Sir Freddie Laker’s 


budget-fare transatlantic 
flights virtually shut down 

Britain’s Civil Aviation 
Authority grounded nine DC- 
10s operated by British air¬ 
lines. The groundings held 
up flights for about 1,000 tra¬ 
vellers at London’s Gatwick 
Airport, and authorities 
opened lounges normally 
needed only during the 
height of the summer tourist 
season. 

Laker, which offers the 
lowest-priced regularly 
scheduled flights between 
England and the U.S., called 
back to London two U.S.- 
bound flights which were in 
mid-air— one en route to Los 
Angeles, the other to De¬ 
troit. 

Laker spokesman Evelyn 
Hayward said the airline 
owns six DC-lOs — the only 
ones used on its transatlantic 
routes. 

Other foreign airlines that 
voluntarily grounded their 
DC-10 fleets for safety in-

ensuring they were com¬ 
plete, “but on the whole our 
records are pretty reli¬ 
able.” 

Pickup told the jury he 
believed the girl was suffer¬ 
ing from influenza when he 
first examined her. 

“We had a pretty severe 
flu epidemic here at that 
time,” he said.

Pickup told Rhodes that 
looking at the situation in 
retrospect those symptoms 
were also consistent with an 
appendicitis. 

Although he considered 
operating each day the girl 
was in hospital. Pickup testi¬ 
fied, her condition would 
have meant an operation 
would have been a risk.

Howard Koch, president of the Academy of Motion Pic¬ 
tures Arts and Sciences — which Miss Pickford helped 
found — said “she was the only living legend of what 
we’re really all about. I wish we could make the kind of 
movies she used to make — innocent love stories.” 

Miss Pickford, bom Gladys Mary Smith on April 8,1893, 
was one of North America’s first film superstars, beginning 
her career in 1909 with Her First Biscuits . 

“Those days were fun,” she said of her film career in 
an interview in 1976, “and hard work.” 

“I miss them very much. I’ve had a beautiful ca¬ 
reer.” 

In 1978 she gave a telephone interview on the occasion of 
regaining her Canadian citizenship. 

“I’m still an American,” she said, “but I wanted also 
to be a Canadian because of my mother and father. They 
were both bom in Toronto, as was I.” 

A poor girl from a broken home, she went on to invest 
heavily in real estate in California and elsewhere. Esti¬ 
mates of her wealth ranged from $30 million to more 
than $50 million. 

When asked in 1964 about returning to the screen, Miss 
Pickford replied: “Let’s put it this way — people have 
their illusions, I want them to keep them.”

He said he discussed the 
possibility of holding an au¬ 
topsy the day after the girl’s 
death but was told the family 
was opposed to this. 

Pickup will be on the stand 
again when the inquest re¬ 
sumes at 9 a m. today. 

The coroner has ordered 
sessions to begin at 9 a m. 
each day and continue until 8 
p.m. in an effort to complete 
the inquest early next 
week.

Tough judge 
in drug cases 
assassinated 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas 
(UPI) — U.S. District Judge 
John Wood, whose stiff sen¬ 
tences in drug cases won him 
the nickname “Maximum 
John,” was shot to death 
Tuesday outside his town^ 
house. 

Wood, 63, was shot in an 
attack similar to an assassi¬ 
nation attempt in San Anto¬ 
nio last fall on U.S. Attorney 
James Kerr. 

The judge had been under 
the protection of federal 
marshals, but the security 
had been lifted when Wood 
said he did not need it any 
more.-

ported no major problems, 
although diesel fuel was in 
extremely short supply in 
some areas. 

There was ominous news 
for the summer, however, as 
Texaco Inc. announced it 
would cut its June alloca¬ 
tion to dealers nationwide by 
10 per cent below May be¬ 
cause of diminishing fuel re¬ 
serves and adverse Depart¬ 
ment of Energy rulings. 

Texaco stations in June 
will receive 70 per cent of 
their base fuel allocations 
set by the DOE. They had 
received 80 per cent in May. 
Executives said Texaco de¬ 
cided on the lower alloca¬ 
tions after it was notified by 
the DOE that it had to give up 
another 1.4 million barrels of 
crude oil to competitors by 
Sept. 30. 

Texaco also said it was 
“experiencing shrinking 
supplies of crude from out¬ 
side sources through pur¬ 
chases and imports.” 

Motorists didn’t need re¬ 
minding, but the enduring 
result of the gasoline short¬ 
age was that prices had shot 
up astronomically in one 
month. 

The Lundberg Letter, an 
independent outfit which is 
considered the most authori¬ 
tative source in the United 
States on gasoline statistics, 
reported that more than 75 
per cent of the nation’s ser¬ 
vice stations overcharged 
for regular unleaded gaso¬ 
line in May. 

“As gasoline shortages 


continue, basic national 
average retail ceiling gaso¬ 
line margins are being tram¬ 
pled by rising retail prices,” 
the Lundberg newsletter 
s^id. 

Its survey conducted May 
18 found 78 per cent of U.S. 
full service outlets selling 
regular unleaded above the 


average federal ceiling price 
and 68.2 per cent of self-ser¬ 
vice stations overcharging 
for the same grade. 

The federal ceiling prices 
are based on an allowable 
dealer profit margin which 
Lundberg estimates at ap¬ 
proximately 11 cents a gal¬ 
lon.

Times changing—Smith 

Muzorewa 
takes over 


SALISBURY (AP) —Bish¬ 
op Abel Muzorewa was 
sworn in Tuesday as the first 
black prime minister of 
Zimbabwe Rhodesia and 
said he is “more confident 
and more hopeful every 
day” about the future of the 
country he inherits after 100 
years of white rule. 

Josiah Gumede — sworn in 
first as state president — 
formally asked the black 
Methodist bishop-politician 
to form a government for the 
newly renamed country. 

The outdoor ceremony at 
the State House, combining 
colonial-era pomp and tribal 
jubilation, was the last be¬ 
fore the new government 
takes charge at midnight 
Thursday. 

Sharing the stage with the 
black leaders were outgoing 
white Prime Minister Ian 
Smith — winding up 15 years 
as “head of the white-minor¬ 
ity government — and Chief 
Justice Hector MacDonald, 
resplendent in the white wig 
and red robe of British colo¬ 
nial days. 

Rhodesia broke unilateral¬ 
ly from Britain in 1965 to 
avert black-majority rule. 


The bishop announces his 
cabinet today and of the five 
or six portfolios reserved for 
whites under the new consti¬ 
tution, one will go to Smith. 

In brief speeches, Gumede 
and Muzorewa appealed for 
national unity, co-operation 
and peace. 

Smith, who appeared re¬ 
laxed and cheerful, told re¬ 
porters he is “not the sort of 
person to sit around and 
mope.” 

“Let’s be realistic,” added 
the leader who once pledged 
never "to relinquish white 
rule. “We live in changing 
times.” 

Behind the ceremony and 
optimism, reports of mili¬ 
tary clashes, an increasing 
white exodus and factional 
rifts among the newly elect¬ 
ed black leaders pointed to 
stormy early months for the 
new government: 

In addition, Muzorewa has 
been challenged by dissi¬ 
dents within the ranks of his 
own United African National 
Council. Rev. Ndabaningi 
Sithole’s ZANU Party is re¬ 
fusing to take its 12 seats in 
the new 100-seat parliament, 
alleging irregularities in last 
month’s election.

Libya hikes 
oil to $21.31

Libya, which supplies 
about nine per cent of the oil 
imported by the United 
States, has boosted its crude 
oil by $2.31 a barrel—or 12 
per cent—to the highest offi¬ 
cial price charged by any 
OPEC nation, London trade 
sources said Tuesday. 

Each 10-per-cent increase 
in world crude oil prices 
translates into a two-cent to 
2>^-cent-a-gallon increase in 
retail gasoline, diesel and 
home-heating oil prices in 
the United States. 

The Libyan move raised 
its light-grade crude to $21.31 
a barrel and followed similar 
hikes last week by Algeria 
and Nigeria, the two other 
African members of OPEC. 

U.S. oil sources said the 
recent runup in African 
crude oil prices is a clear 
indication that Libya, ^ige- 
ria and Nigeria are^Tntensi- 


fying pressure on other 
OPEC members to imple¬ 
ment another round of price 
increases at its June 26 
meeting in Geneva. 

In Washington, President 
Carter urged the Organiza¬ 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries not to raise prices 
again and said the oil-pro¬ 
ducing nations already have 
lifted prices “excessively” 
this year. 

Libya, traditionally a 
hawk on OPEC price moves, 
has called for a 20 per cent 
jump in the cartel’s oil prices 
when the 13 member nations 
meet next month. 

Two days later Algeria, 
which exports about 500,000 
barrels of oil daily to the 
United States, raised its 
prices by $2.45 to $21 a barrel 
— the stiffest official price 
asked by any OPEC member 
until Libya’s move Tues¬ 
day. 


Police face 
Sting-style 
fraud charge 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The U.S. government Tues- 
• day charged eight persons. 

1 including two current and 
four former Washington po¬ 
licemen. with operating a 
scheme to defraud business¬ 
men and professionals. 

The government’s com¬ 
plaint said the alleged con¬ 
spirators bilked the busi¬ 
nessmen by luring them to 
Washington’s main train 
station and staging fake ar¬ 
rests of a conspirator while 
the victim fled, leaving his 
money behind. 

The scheme resembles the 
final scene in the movie, The 
Sting , which ended with con 
men swindling a rich mob¬ 
ster, who fled a sham arrest 
and left his money behind. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Robert Chapman said six of 
the eight had been arrested 
and appeared before U.S. 
magistrates in Washington 
and Virginia. Four were re¬ 
leased on personal/bond 


while bond was set for two . 
others—$150,000 for one de¬ 
fendant and $5,000 for an¬ 
other. 

All eight were charged 
with conspiracy, which car¬ 
ries a maximum of five 
years in jail, a $10,000 fine or 
both. 

The government’s com¬ 
plaint said seven of the de¬ 
fendants operated in Wash¬ 
ington and the eighth in Las 
Vegas. 

The complaint said the Las 
Vegas resident, Sherwin 
Lisner, would lure “busi¬ 
nessmen, doctors, or any¬ 
body who has cash on hand" 
to Washington to make a 
quick profit. 

Lisner, the complaint said, 
told the victims that a group 
of businessmen in Washing¬ 
ton had “Mafia connections 
and access to large amounts 
of stolen United States cur¬ 
rency that Lisner had access 
to.”

CABINET MINISTERS in the provincial gov¬ 
ernment are openly in disagreement over plans 
for an nuclear plant at Sedro Woolley in 
the State of Washington. Environment Minister 
Rafe Mair and Municipal Affairs Minister Bill 
Vander Zalm oppose such a development while 
Science Minister Pat McGeer and Energy Min¬ 
ister Jim Hewitt say it’s inevitable. 

That’s a predictable alignment, of course, 
reflecting ministerial or riding interests. It is 
not a big deal in any event because the Ameri¬ 
cans will decide what they’re going to do 
regardless of any opinions held within our 
provincial Cabinet. 

But there is an interesting aspect to this 
difference of opinion which should be noted. 
The news reports call the situation a Cabinet 
split, as though it was something surprising and 
nasty. It is only surprising because Cabinets, 
provincial and federal, are always at such 
pains to reflect their solidarity. The artificial 
image they try so hard to project to the outside 
world is one of perpetual harmony, total ac¬ 
cord. never a voice raised in anger. That’s 
nonsense, of course. Any group of strong-willed 
politicians will differ, honestly and perhaps 
frequently, on questions of policy. 

Of course once a cabinet has settled on a 
policy, all members must close ranks. But the 
debate beforehand, which could be interesting 
and informative for the rest of us. has always 
been hidden behind doors. 

What any government, or opposition party 
for (hat matter, fears is that voters would 
equate public argument among its members 
with a party in chaos and disintegration. 
It just isn’t so. The rest of us are qdite familiar 
with arguments over coffee, a beer or the 
supper table which don’t lead to blows or tears 
or family breakups. 

There’s nothing wrong with Cabinet minis¬ 
ters publicly disagreeing on an issue and stat¬ 
ing their case just as vigorously as they can. It 
could be a useful part of the government 
process. But it isn’t going to happen tomorrow. 
The thought of it costing a few votes will 
inevitably lead the politicians to close the 
doors. They don’t think we’re mature enough to 
understand they can have honest differences 
and still be doing the job. Perhaps the truth is 
they’re not mature enough.

The true picture given in new study 
what Canadians are paying in taxes

OTTAWA — Three years ago the 
Fraser Institute in Vancouver pub¬ 
lished a pioneering study of the layers 
of taxes we pay. Pulling the various 
federal, provincial and municipal 
taxes together, the researchers made 
the tax maze under 
standable to the lay¬ 
man with their Con¬ 
sumer Tax Index. 

Based on the familiar 
Consumer Price Index 
concept, the CTI is a 
composite yardstick 
for measuring and 
comparing tax levels. 

It tells you at a glance 
whether the total of 
direct and indirect 
taxes you pay has gone up or down and 
by how much. 

The Fraser Institute’s initial path¬ 
finding work was summed up in two 
1976 publications: Income and Taxa¬ 
tion in Canada 1961-1975 , and How 
Much Tax Do You Really Pay? Next 
month we ll get an update titled Tax 
Facts: The Canadian Consumer Tax 
Index and You. The new study comes a 
bit late for deflating exaggerated 
claims made in the election campaign, 
but the findings should be of interest 
just the same. (Do you know that in 
addition to $3,13-1 income tax. the aver-

age Canadia family last year paid 
$4,352 in other direct and indirect 
taxes?). 

Taking as its base 1961 tax levels, 
the study of 51 different tax categories 
finds that “the tax bill of the average 
family has increased 302 per cent by 
1978. The steady climb, which acce¬ 
lerated rapidly in 1969 (Trudeau’s first 
full year in office), reached its peak in 
1975 and levelled off in the last four 
years. In some categories the tax 
graph shows a slight decline. 

This seemingly confirms the claims 
of lower taxes that were made in the 
election campaign. But here is a catch: 
“The reason for the decline,” the 
study by Sally C. Pipes and Michael 
Walker says, “is the increasing extent 
to which governments — especially 
the federal government — have en¬ 
gaged in deficit financing.” The . 
money borrowed or simply printed “to 
cover those deficits is, in effect, de¬ 
ferred taxation since tax revenue 
must ultimately be raised to pay the 
interest and redeem the principal.” In 
other words, people «»e deceived by an 
illusion of stabilized or declining tax 
levels while the governments are 
merely postponing and compounding 
tax increases we and future genera- 



The declining influence 
of the U.S. in Middle East 



WASHINGTON - The 
prestige and influence of the 
United States in that part of 
the world most immediately 
important to its welfare, the 
Middle East, continues to de- 
cline. But 
the reason 
for the de¬ 
cline is not 
the expect¬ 
able one of 
Soviet 
machina¬ 
tions. It is 
declining be 
cause of 
things the 
United 
States itself has done, 
left undone. 

The decline is most notice¬ 
able in Turkey and Saudi 
Arabia. These are countries 
which long were bastions of 
good will for the United 
States. Turkey was the east¬ 
ern anchor of the NATO alli¬ 
ance. Its troops performed 
magnificently for the United 
States in the Korean war. 
Saudi Arabia was the de¬ 
fender of American interests 
in the Organization of Petro¬ 
leum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). Year after year it 
kept oil prices well below the 
levels wanted by most of the 
other oil producers. 

Much has been made of the 
old loyalty of the Shah of 
Iran to American interests, 
but it was the Saudis, not the 
Iranians, who worked con¬ 
sistently for less high oil 
pricqs. And the Saudis kept 
American industry going 
through the 1973-74 oil em¬ 
bargo by clandestine ship¬ 
ments of best Saudi oil. 

Today Turkey is in a state 
of incipient civil war and 
acute economic trouble. It 
has asked Washington for 
emergency economic aid. 
But it also is improving'its 
relations with the Soviet. 
Union. It is an active mem¬ 
ber of the NATO alliance in 
name, but its real value as 
the eastern anchor of the 
alliance is in doubt and it 
might well withdraw from

the alliance entirely if Con¬ 
gress continues to appear to 
side more with Greece than 
Turkey. 

And today, Saudi Arabia 
has cut off diplomatic rela¬ 
tions with Egypt and eco¬ 
nomic aid to Egypt. It has 
given up its role as spokes¬ 
man ‘for restraint on oil 
prices. Instead of increasing \ 
its oil supplies to the United 
States to compensate for the 
decline in the flow from 
Iran, it has decreased its 
own flow to America. It has 
become a “good Arab” in the 
eyes of the other Arabs and 
joined them by these acts 
in an expression of deepest 
disapproval of America’s 
current Middle East diplo¬ 
macy. 

America’s special’ rela¬ 
tionship with Saudi Arabia 
dates from the concluding 
phase of the Second World 
War when Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt entertained Saudi 
royalty aboard an American 
cruiser. From then until the 
signing of the peace treaty 
between Egypt and Israel, in 
Washington, Saudi Arabia 
was the closest and most 
loyal client of the United 
States in all of Arabia and 
the Middle East. 

America’s special rela¬ 
tionship with Turkey dates 
from the Greek-Turkish aid 
program launched by Presi¬ 
dent Truman in 1947. From 
that day until 1975 Turkey 
not only was a loyal friend 
and client of the United 
States, it was an official 
ally. 

In 1975 the Congress of the 
United States imposed an 
embargo on the shipment of 
American arms to its ally, 
Turkey. This was in retalia¬ 
tion for the action of Turkey 
in sending its troops to Cy¬ 
prus to protect the Turkish 
population of Cyprus from 
an attempted Greek annexa¬ 
tion of the entire island. The 


Greek lobby in Congress is 
important. There is no Turk¬ 
ish lobby worth mentioning. 

The arms embargo 
against Turkey was totally 
unproductive. It was intend¬ 
ed to cause the Turks to 
withdraw their troops from 
Cyprus, or at least to give 
back to the Greeks some part 
of the land taken from them 
in the initial Turkish opera¬ 
tion on Cyprus. The embargo 
had the opposite effect of 
stiffening Turkish resis¬ 
tance to American wishes. 

U.S. relations with Saudi 
Arabia remained excellent 
down to the Camp David 
meetings between the Egyp¬ 
tians and Israelis. Through¬ 
out the Camp David drama 
the White House in Washing¬ 
ton entertained the hope that 
the so-called moderate 
Arabs would accept an Is- 
raeli-Egyptian peace as a 
step in the general direction 
of a general and comprehen¬ 
sive Middle East peace set¬ 
tlement. But it did not work 
out that way. 

The Saudis have seen it as 
being a separate peace be¬ 
tween Egypt and Israel only. 
They think it will defer, not 
advance, the time when 
there will be a general and 
comprehensive peace in the 
area. They have seen it as a 
“sellout” of the interests of 
the Arabs of the West Bank, 
Gaza and the Golan Heights 
by Egypt acting under 
American pressure. 

The first national interest 
of the United States today is 
in unimpeded access to the 
oil of Arabia. That access 
was well protected so long as 
the United States could count 
on Turkey and Saudi Arabia 
as loyal friends. Iran was a 
plus, but Turkey and Saudi 
Arabia were vital. 

Now, there is a question 
mark over Turkey as an ally. 
And even Saudi Arabia, in 
spite of the virulent anti¬ 
communism of its govern¬ 
ment, has taken quiet steps 
to improve its relations with 
the Soviet Union. 


tions will have to pay. 

The Fraser Institute’s study of the 
tax burden introduces a new column in 
its tables to account for deferred taxa 
tion. The reader can see at a glance not 
only what all the taxes he is actually 
paying amount to but also what the real 
tax total would be if governments had 
to finance all their expenditures from 
current tax revenues. Including de¬ 
ferred taxation, the tax bill of the 
average Canadian family has in¬ 
creased since 1961 by 336 per cent 
rather than 302 per cent. And instead of 
the two per cent decrease since 1975 we 
heard about a lot in the election cam 
paign, there is a six per cent increase 
when “balanced budget tax rate” is 
calculated. The Fraser Institute calls 
(he deferred $637 in taxes on an aver¬ 
age family cash income Of $20,000 “a 
massive fiscal illusion.” In plain lan¬ 
guage it’s massive public deception. 

Examining the distribution of the 
tax burden, the study finds that 66.5 per 
cent of all taxes are paid by ihe top 30 
per cent of income earners. The 10 per 
cent in the highest income categories 
pa.> 36.3 per cent of all taxes. In both 
cases the share of the tax total has 
increased since 1961, which disproves 
the socialist myth aoout tax evasion by 


the “rich.” The 14 per cent of taxpay 
ers whose declared income is $20,000 or 
more, account for 28 per cent of total 
income earned and pay 45 per cent of 
allftaxes. 

The study also looks at taxes as a 
family budget item. It finds that while 
the cost of housing went up since 1961 
by 254 per cent, clothing by 200 per 
cent, food by 172 per cent, income by 
231 per cent and the combined consum¬ 
er price index by 134 per cent, the tax 
index increased by 302 per cent. In¬ 
cluding deferred taxation, the consum¬ 
er tax index shot up almost three times 
as fast as the consumer price index 
and is the fastest rising item in the 
family budget. 

Finally, the study compares Cana¬ 
dian and U.S. taxes. Based on 1976 
figures, the comparison indicates that 
“the total tax rate faced by Canadians 
is, on average, 3.2 per cent higher than 
in the U.S. In dollar terms, that 
amounts to a difference equal to all the 
increases in income that occurred in 
Canada during 1978.’’ Interesting, 
especially when one bears in mind that 
U.S. taxpayers pay for much of the 
free world defence and that the U.S.' 
budgetary deficit and national debt 
are, in comparative terms, lower than 
ours.

Solar power fast becoming 
capital-intensive big business 



AMSTERDAM—Solar en¬ 
ergy offers no short-term, 
soft-technology alternative 
to nuclear power generation, 
according to discussion 
papers to be placed shortly 
before a spe¬ 
cialist meet¬ 
ing organ¬ 
ized by the 
United Na¬ 
tions’ Eco¬ 
nomic Com¬ 
mission for 
Europe 
(ECE). 

They ac¬ 
knowledge 
that the sun 
may well provide mankind’s 
principal industrial energy 
source of the future. But 
they also caution poor coun¬ 
tries on placing their trust in 
solar energy against the dan 
ger of finding themselves in 
the ecomomic grip of the 
multinational companies 
which are busy developing 
the requisite technologies on 
public finance in Europe and 
North America. 

Appropriately, the meet-, 
ing on technological fore¬ 
casting in solar energy will 
be held at the Canary Islands 
in July. It will follow simul¬ 
taneous demonstrations 
against nuclear power on 
June 3, staged by various 
citizens’ groups in Holland 
as well as Britain, West Ger¬ 
many, France, Sweden, Fin- 
land, Belgium, Luxem 
bourg, Italy, Switzerland 
and Spain. It will also follow 
the Tokyo meeting of the 
leaders of the seven richest 
nations in the capitalist 
world at the end of June, 
which may well become an 
energy summit concerned 
chiefly with the rising price 
of oil on which their econo¬ 
mies depend. 

Densely populated, en 
vironment-conscious Hol¬ 
land, which was the only Eu¬ 
ropean country to be 
affected by the 1973 Middle 
East oil boycott together 
with the United States for 
supporting Israel, is still un¬ 
decided on future invest¬ 
ment in nuclear reactors at 
home (although it is going 
ahead with a joint reprocess¬ 
ing scheme in France). In¬ 
stead, it has invested heavily 
in a national program of re 
search to evaluate the ad¬ 
vantages of alternative, 
clean energy sources best 
suited to its needs. Its re¬ 
search findings will com¬ 
mand much respect among 
the specialists of the ECE, 
which also covers North 
America, in Puerto de la 
Cruz. 

They will find that solar 
power development, as con¬ 
ceived by the industrial lead¬ 
ers of the West, is fast be¬ 
coming a capital-intensive 
big business and could rival 
the steel and automotive in¬ 
dustries in a decade. Its 
principal source of revenue 
is still public finance but, 
with $800 million in direct 
investment and tax credits 
earmarked by Washington 
this year and with nearly as 
much committed by Western 
Europe to research in en¬ 
ergy conservation and de¬ 
velopment, it has attracted 
the competitive interest of 
the giant technology owners 
of private industry.

Shell, Mobil. Exxon and 
Motorola have either built or 
purchased their private ad¬ 
vanced solar technology- 
concerns. Firms like Wes- 
tinghouse, General Motors 
and General Electric al¬ 
ready dominate the world 
market for such specialized 
technologies as photovoltaic 
cells and equipment for the 
solar heating and cooling of 
homes and offices. 

Hence the ECE meeting. 

Within the next two dec¬ 
ades, the electric power con¬ 
sumption of Western Europe 
and North America is ex¬ 
pected at least to triple. Sub¬ 
stantially increased energy 
consumption is also the pre¬ 
requisite of a reasonable, 
even if modest, economic 
growth in the poor coun¬ 
tries. 

Nuclear power stations 
could not be built in suffi¬ 
cient numbers and speed to 
accommodate such growth. 

The most likely single al¬ 
ternative is solar energy. 
Prototype solar power sta¬ 
tions are already being built 


in France, West Germany, 
America, Sicily and Japan. 
The heliostat is a collection 
of large, mobile mirrors 
synchronized by a computer 
and focussing sunlight on a 
certain point where the ac 
cumulated energy is con¬ 
verted into electric power. 
Such a plant built on a com¬ 
mercial scale would require 
financial investment per 
haps three times that needed 
for a nuclear power station 
More ambitious proposals 
call for solar power genera¬ 
tion involving satellites 
which focus sunlight from 
outer space on to giant, or¬ 
biting energy generating 
stations linked by a flood of 
micro-wave radiation to still 
larger collectors on earth. 
American aerospace inter¬ 
ests failed to persuade Con¬ 
gress in Washington late last 
year to back the proposals; 
but specialists believe that 
such a scheme would be 
technologically as well as 
commercially feasible with¬ 
in some years — calling for 
astronomical capital invest¬ 
ments and leading to the 
next industrial revolution.

This is primarily for Premier William Ben 
nett, for Grace McCarthy and for Jim Chabot. And 
for any other politician of any political stripe who 
might be able to digest some common-sense reason¬ 
ing and then act with the same degree of corti- 
inon sense in order to halt what could be a monumen¬ 
tally stupid decision. 

Our Nancy Brow n scared hell out of me the other 
day with her front page story that forest giant 
MacMillan Bloedel has plans to desecrate one of the 
finest pieces of God’s handiwork through the har¬ 
vesting of timber. The area to be affected — Prin¬ 
cess Louisa Inlet, a magnificent fjord coming off 
Jervis Inlet near the Powell River area. 

I have been to the area twice — five years ago 
and again last September. I went to the f^ned Young 
Life camp at Camp Malibu, which sits right at the 
junction of Jervis and Princess Louisa. I have made 
the boat trip from Malibu-to beautiful Chatterbox 
Falls and the scenery was unquestionably the most 
breathtaking I have ever witnessed. There are no 
adequate words to describe it and only the finest of 
camera work could ever do it even partial justice. 

I’VE STOOD on the rocky shore by the rapids at 
Malibu and watched sail boats, power boats, big 
yachts, little boats, make their way up the inlet to 
Chatterbox. Boats from as far away as Chicago and 
I ni sure, boats from all parts of the world, because 
indeed, this small part of British Columbia is world 
famous. 

Macblo owns 9,000 acres surrounding Chatterbox 
and wants to take out the timber, which. I guess, is 
only natural seeing as to the kind of business they're 

in. 

Nobody has to tell me about the importance of 
the forest industry, of the value it i s s to each and 
every British Columbian. But money can’t always be 
everything and MacMillan Bloedel has already 
indicated it is not the uncaring ogre in this particular 
case. Macble has said it would be willing to swap the 
9.000 Louisa acres for 9.000 acres of similar land 
owned by the government. * 

When such a trade was suggested to Sam Bawlf 
w hen he was the minister of parks and recreation, he 
gave little hint of interest. Which is maybe one of 
the reasons Sam isn’t a sitting member any more — 
he didn't pay enough attention to people-oriented 
problems. 

At this point, the jury is still out on his successor. 
Jim Chabot. although Chabot has come in for con¬ 
siderable criticism over his handling of the Bowron 
Lake problem. 

IN 1975 THEY had a 6,000 acre blowdown at 
Bow ron Lake. The first government plan was to log 
the area (in a provincial park) so as to stop the 
devastation of the spruce budworm. They cancelled 
this idea when it was pointed out the budworm 
couldn't exist in the blowdown area. 

Next the government said it would have to log the 
area because it had become a fire hazard. That 
became a sticky wicket when somebody pointed out 
the Bowron Lake area was a very wet area rivalling 
the rainfall of Bamfield. 

The government, not wishing to be cited for 
phlegmatic inertia, quickly ran plan three up the 
pole. They would have to log the place because the 
blowdown had become an access barrier to people 
and animals. 

At this juncture the National and Provincial 
Parks Associations roundly condemned the plan and. 
for that matter, all plans that would allow any 
logging within the Bowron Lake park area. Inciden¬ 
tally. they have already despoiled part of the Indian 
Lake area by allowing legging there. 

The recent election showed some measure of 
dissatisfaction with the ruling Socred government. 
Many reasons for the di .satisfaction have been put 
forth, not the least ot which was the theory the 
Socreds had become too much of a cash register 
government without the necessary balance of people- 
caring. 

BENNETT MIGHT laugh or slough-off the think¬ 
ing but I wonder how r else he could possibly equate 
th • defeat of two such renowned politicians as Bawlf 
and Mike Young by an absolute wet-behind-the-ears 
like Gordon Hanson? Charlie Barber, a hustler with a 
degree of con in his makeup, rode home on the 
strength of his neighborhood constituency office and 
hauled Hanson right along with him. 

Bennett has five years to rectify the mistakes 
and repair the image and one of the ways to repair it 
is to stop showing a marked myopia regarding such 
things as the stupid despoilment of an area like 
Princess Louisa Inlet.

You baffle me. Why the full page article on the 
rain forests of the Amazon and elsewhere (May 25), 
on the important Page 5 of your paper, when the same 
thing could be written of our forests here in B C? 

Naturally I welcome anything “forestry” that 
makes the public realize that our survival on this earth 
is dependent on a ‘degree’ of balance between the needs 
of our civilization and the balance of nature, which 
keeps the world livable, healthy and sane. But it is more 
urgent to talk about the depletion of our own forest re¬ 
sources right here and now> than to let people believe 
that it is only happening in distant lands. 

In terms of depletion, we here are halfway between 
what is going on in the rain forests of the world and the 
desertification of the Sahara where the nomads’ goats 
are eating the roots of the last remains of a forested 
area. The Illusion that we have forests galore is an

Easier to borrow 
than to cast vote 

This is a copy of a letter which I am sending to the 
chief federal electoral returning officer, Ottawa: 

Yesterday I drove to the polling station, taking w ith 
me a blind friend. Ed Turner, so that we could both 
vote. Mr. Turner is a well-known veteran hereabouts, 
and lives on Turner Road, named for him, which gives 
you an idea of how long he has been a well-known citi¬ 
zen. 

I was walking on two canes, the result of a war 
injury repair job. Together we approached the registra¬ 
tion tables, hardly the picture of two men out to cheat 
the Canada Elections Act. 

Mr. Turner gave his name and showed his official 
CNIB card. It was found that he was not on the voters’ 
list. (His wife was not either — although they almost 
never leave home.) So he had to be sworn in by another J 
voter. He asked that I swear him in. All went well — I 
swore an oath — until I was asked my address, and it 
was found that I was not from the same poll, but from 
the next one. No good — I couldn't swear him in. I 
objected and the returning officer was called. He opined 
that I could not act. "or the scrutineers will register a 
complaint.” I replied “Alright, let us ask the scrutin¬ 
eers whether they object.” “No, I’m sorry, the book 
does not permit it.” 

I then pointed out to the returning officer four or 
five people working in the polling station to whom Mr. 
Turner and I were well known, and suggested that they 
could vouch for us. No use he said, the book would not 
permit it. (I noticed that the people in the station 
appeared ready to genuflect when “the book” was 
mentioned.) 

The returning officer said we would have to return 
with a neighbor from Mr. Turner's poll. We were very 
angry at this point, and said so. At that moment neigh¬ 
bors of Mr. Turner arrived to vote, and kindly agreed to 
swear Mr. Turner in. 1 marked his ballot, at his request, 
and his vote was in. 

Outside the station, and talking to others after 
wards. I was struck by the fact that so many people had 
complaints of one kind or another. Another thing struck 
me — the good people working in the station seemed not 
to have been instructed in anything. Is not that the re 
turning officer’s job? 

Incidentally I asked four or five workers the name 
of the returning officer. One was finally able to tell me 
that “1 think his first name is Al.” This at 11:30 a.m., 
two and a half hours after polls opened I fi/ially asked 
the man myself and was told “Al Klinn." 

(There was a similar flap two weeks ago at the 
provincial polling station |same place] when I present¬ 
ed the R blind friend to vote. Nobody knew the 
procedure, and at one point a worker said I could not 
mark his ballot, on which he insisted, but that she would 
do it!) I could have borrowed $10,000 more easily! 

Were these people actually going by the law? If so, 
the law. as Charles Dickens once said, “is an ass.” If the 
law, was it actually legislated law? Or was it. as so 
many laws are, simply a rule, a “regulation which may 
from time to time be proclaimed by Order in Council?” 
Or was it a rule written by you. Mr. Chief Returning 
Officer? Mr. Turner and I would like to know . 

Whatever the reason, it is the opinion of a host of 
others besides myself that both the federal and provin¬ 
cial acts need to be completely rewritten — NOW, not 
just before the next elections.

Element of risk in hypnosis 


I am writing to inform 
people that there is a legiti¬ 
mate purpose for hypnosis 
which may have been over¬ 
looked by anyone attending 
the Reveen show last week in 
Victoria. 

Reveen presents an inter¬ 
esting. humorous show, 
where people demonstrate 
their talent for doirtg silly 
things before an audience, 
all apparently quite harm¬ 
less. But there is an ele¬ 
ment of risk in what he does 
which he seemed to overlook 
— the possibility that people 
under hypnotic suggestion 
may recall traumatic ex¬ 
periences which can prove 
disturbing to the individual, 
unless they receive proper 
counselling. 

This was brought to my 
attention during the inter¬ 
mission when I overheard a 
couple recounting their ex¬ 
perience on stage. The 
woman had recalled under 
hypnosis a time when she 
had been learning to play the 
piano and had her knuckles 
rapped with a ruler by the 
nun teacher. At this mo¬ 
ment. Reveen attempted to 
elevate her hands for the 
benefit of the audience, 


which caused her to begin 
trembling. She then opened 
her eyes to hear Reveen tell 
her that if she was having 
emotional problems “this 
was a bloody silly place to do 
it!” and then summarily dis¬ 
missed from the stage. 

The woman appeared 
shocked from the experi¬ 
ence; the companion added 
that he had felt like kicking 
Reveen for his insensitive 
behavior. 


I am afraid that many peo¬ 
ple will leave the perfor¬ 
mances feeling that hypno¬ 
sis is solely of value for 
entertainment. This is not 
true. Hypnosis has been used 
for many years in dentistry, 
obstetrics, psychosomatic 
medicine, and psychoth¬ 
erapy. It is a legitimate tool 
for personal growth, and of 
great value — used responsi 
bly — in the treatment of 
many neurotic conditions.

We, we need loggable and exportable timber to 
maintain an economy whose collapse would be as disas- 
terous as the nomad’s goats. Yet we are heading that 
way despite all the claims about reforestation. 

But one need only recall the 
history of the passenger pigeon or the buffalo, and now 
in a different way, the wastefulness and poor economic 
planning that has led us into the energy crisis, to realize 
that man’s management of resources has a poor 
record. 

It is difficult to relate our lives to the rain forests, 
but the next generation (whom we presumably care for) 
will face the real dilenina of our shrinking world. But 
before then, even just a decade away, the IWA will have 


to explain to its members why forestr 1 jobs are dwin¬ 
dling away and the logging companies are heading 
south towards the rain forests where/rees grow faster 
and logging is cheaper. 

Those are the ‘economic’ facts (about our forestry. 
But ‘technically’ the truth is that tour present forest 
policy is still one of cut and-get-outlwith reforestation 
as a PR illusion while the process continues. 

If the IWA could only get it imo its ukul! that 
FORESTRY, not just logging, createsvjobs and pcrjna 
nency of employment, there might still be hope to 
‘control the goats.’ J

Tories urged 
to boost oil 

TORONTO (CP) — The new Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive government should double the rate of increase of 
domestic oil prices to encourage investment in the Canadian 
petroleum industry, the president of Imperial Oil Ltd. of 
Toronto said Tuesday. 

Jack Armstrong said Canada must make investment 
here more attractive if the country is going to reach the 
Conservatives’ goal of energy self-sufficiency by 1990. 

He said the year 2000 is a more realistic date. 

Armstrong said the current increases in domestic prices 
of $1 a barrel every six months should be raised to $2 to 
hasten parity with world prices' 

The current Canadian wellhead price is $12.75 a barrel, 
compared with an export price of $23 and a cost of more than 
$20 a barrel for oil exported into eastern Canada. 

A $1 increase in the Canadian price is scheduled for 
July 1 and another on Jan. 1, 1980, under an agreement 
between Alberta and the former federal Liberal govern¬ 
ment. 

He said the long lead-times for major new energy pro¬ 
jects. including offshore developments and oil sands plants, 
require immediate action by the new government.

based multinational holding 
company, gave no reason for 
its abrupt decision in a two 
paragraph news release. But 
it did announce that Brascan 
and Edper have agreed to 
“settle all outstanding litiga¬ 
tion between them as rapidly 
as possible.”

Papers combine 
their resources 
for ‘wired city’ 

MONTREAL (CP) — Rapid advances in technol¬ 
ogy mean far-reaching changes in the newspaper 
industry in the near future, George Currie, president 
of FP Publications Ltd., said Tuesday. ( The Daily 
Colonist is a member of FP’s family.) 

Canada s largest newspaper-publishing com¬ 
panies, including FP, Southam Inc. and Torstar 
Corp., are involved in the development of informa¬ 
tion packages for use on television sets, he said. 

“We are in the forefront of new 1 electronic 
developments which will certainly modify, and per¬ 
haps partially replace, distribution of the complete 
printed newspaper as we know it,” he told a meeting 
of the Canadian Association of Management Consul¬ 
tants. 

“Using phone lines or coaxial cable, it is possible 
for the home or office TV set to become a terminal to 
exchange information, to shop and to transact manv 
types of business.” 

FP, Southam and Torstar are considering a joint 
effort in the development of the two-way video 
information systems, he said. 

Currie said the challenge is to develop uses of the 
new technology which have wide appeal, and to 
develop distinctly Canadian products. 

“Truly, the information society with its much- 
heralded wired city concept is upon us. 

“All the skills and integrity and experience 
developed in compiling the daily newspaper will be 
needed to satisfy the demands of this new era.” 

On the Montreal newspaper scene, Currie said 
The Star, which resumed publishing in February 
after an eight-month strike, has regained much of its 
lost circulation. 

The battle for readers with Montreal’s other 
English-language daily, Southam’s Gazette, is a 
healthy sign and has increased their combined circu¬ 
lation above pre-strike levels, he said. 

But with costly labor settlements and a static 
market, the newspapers must find another solution 
rather than the present readership war if both are to 
continue. 

“I believe that two companies which arc moving 
agressively and together to help Canada achieve 
world leadership in electronic publishing can move 
with equal concern and boldness to solve the prob¬ 
lems of the surivival of two independent English 
newspaper voices in Montreal.”

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - 
Mary Pickford’s portrayals 
of spunky heroines made her 
the most popular female star 
of silent movies. The charac¬ 
terization came easily. 

Her long, productive life 
was flavored by sugar and 
spice. On the screen, her 
roles were marked by sweet¬ 
ness, as in Pollyanna (1919); 
Little Lord Fauntleroy 
(1921); Tess of the Storm 
Country (1922); and Little 
Annie Rooney (1925). 

Offscreen she was outspo¬ 
ken and forthright, a shrewd 
businesswoman who entered 
board rooms in an era when 
her sex was relegated to sec¬ 
retarial jobs. Early in her 
stardom she began produc¬ 
ing her own films. With her 
then-husband, Douglas Fair¬ 
banks Sr., Charlie Chaplin 
and D. W. Griffith, she 
formed United Artists in 
1919. 

When United Artists was 
foundering in the early 
1950s, Mary battled fiercely 
with Chaplin. 

“Charlie is a stinker,” she 
once told me, adding that he 
was also the greatest come¬ 
dian in the world. She and 
Chaplin continued in busi¬ 
ness together. 

Mary would battle anyone 
in a cause she considered 
just. In the 1950s, she and 
Samuel Goldwyn contended 
for possession of the studio 
where she and Fairbanks 
had made their movies. It 
was one of the few wars she 
lost. 

Unlike some stars who in¬ 
sist on staying on stage too 
long, Mary knew when to

upcoming season. 

Success in the ratings de¬ 
pends on strong comedies, 
Silverman said. “Our plan is

Passenger traffic on the 
Princess Marguerite cruise 
ship increased by 10 to 15 
per cent during its first 
month of operation in 1979, 
compared with the same 
period a year ago, Tourism 
Minister Elwood Veitch said 
Tuesday. 

Veitch said the increased 
traffic so far this month was 
due to the gasoline shortage 
in the United States and an 
earlier start to sailings this 
season between Victoria and 
Seattle. 

He said the service would 
continue next year despite 
the fact it lost money every 
season. 

The minister said he 
doubted the Marguerite 
would ever have the capac¬ 
ity to be a money-making 
operation because it was a 
costly vessel to run. He 
added, however, that the 
cruise ship provided a spin¬ 
off benefit to Victoria in 
tourism revenues. 


COQUITLAM (CP)-This 
quiet Vancouver suburb has 
declared war on an embar¬ 
rassing problem. 

The Simon Fraser Health 
Unit has formed a three- 
member rat patrol to take a 
census of the unwelcome ro¬ 
dents in well-kept Coquitlam 
and attempt to keep the 
population down by planting 
poison in rat burrows and 
tunnels. 

The health unit normally 
gets about 25 rat complaints 
a month from Coqitlam resi¬ 
dents, but that is not an accu¬ 
rate picture of the problem, 
says health officer Tony 
Kluge, 

“People hesitate to report 
rats because they think it 
shows they’ve got unsani¬ 
tary conditions, which is 
true,” Kluge said in an inter¬ 
view. 

“But we’re not interested 
in whether anyone’s a good 
housekeeper or not. We just 
want to get rid of the rats.” * 

Nor do the sightings that 
are reported necessarily 
give a clear indication of the 
rat population. 

On farms, one rat sighted 
at night usually means there 
are 10 more nearby, Kluge 
says. For every farm rat 
sighted in daylight, 100 
others can be found in the 
immediate area. 

Whether the same rule ap¬ 
plies to suburban, middle- 
class rats is something the 
rat patrol aims to find out.

little rat are spotted out for a 
stroll together, it’s a good bet 
there are at least five others 
holed up in a litter nearby, 
Kluge said. 

“I’m sure there are a lot of 
rats that exist on people’s 
property that people aren’t 
aware of. They burrow 
under storage sheds or com¬ 
post heaps and so on.” 

The prevalent species is 
the Norway or common 
brown rat, which can weigh 
about 450 grams and mea¬ 
sure more than 40 centi¬ 
metres long—half of it tail.

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Manor licence continues pending appeal

Oak Bay Manor’s long¬ 
term care interim licence 
will stay in force for at 
least a month while the 
licensing board reviews 
the situation there. Depu¬ 
ty Health Minister Chapin 
Key said in a press re¬ 
lease Tuesday. 

And Key said the 183 elder¬ 
ly residents have never been 
given notice to leave by 
owper Neil Cook or by mem¬ 
bers of his staff. 


He said Cook has appealed 
the decision not to renew his 
interim licence, and has 
given assurances that he will 
endeavor to reach standards 
set by the provincial govern¬ 
ment so that the long-term 
care portion of the manor 
can remain open. 

Oak Bay Mayor Brian 
Smith, who Monday accused 
the manor of threatening to 
evict patients by Thursday, 
said he had “reliable infor¬ 
mation that that was what 
was going on.” 

\Said Smith: “I was trying 
to stop the move and give a 
chance for long range plan¬ 


ning. I am delighted to hear 
that Mr. Cook hasn’t taken 
that kind of position and that 
he is prepared to work with 
the ministry and try to reach 
standards. 

“There can’t be a better 
resolution of this than that 
the manor continue to oper¬ 
ate, but do it in the way the 
ministry has laid down.” 

Last week, the provincial 
government announced it 
was cancelling the interim 
long-term care licence for 
the manor, built in 1972 as a 
luxury retirement home be¬ 
tween Cadboro Bay Hoad 
and Cranmore Street. That 


licence was due to expire 
Thursday. 

Tuesday there was a meet¬ 
ing between Cook and min¬ 
istry staff. 

“We sat down today and 
we discussed the whole ques¬ 
tion of^why we were unwill¬ 
ing to allow the interim per- 
mit to continue,” said 
assistant deputy minister for 
support services, Jack Bain- 
bridge. 

‘‘They have contested 
some of the things we have 
said, and they have appealed 
the decision.” 

He said the interim licence 
will remain in effect until the 


licensing board has ruled on 
the appeal. 

Bainbridge said that be¬ 
cause of time constraints the 
board had not been able to 
listen to Cook’s side of the 
matter before. 

“We managed to agree at 
our meeting on some of the 
reasons why he is having 
difficulties and we also 
agreed that the welfare of 
the residents is our first re¬ 
sponsibility. They will be 
trying to come up with some 
options and show how they 
will meet the requirements 
of the licensing board so they 
can stay in the program.” 


Bainbridge said ministry 
staff have reason to believe 
that Cook’ will be able to 
make certain radical 
changes to remain in the 
program and meet stan¬ 
dards. 

Key said in his press re¬ 
lease that the ministry will 
continue to monitor pro¬ 
grams at the manor care¬ 
fully, but he believed that as 
a result of Tuesday’s nego¬ 
tiations, necessary adjust¬ 
ments would be made to 
meet standards so that the 
facility could remain in the 
program. 

“No member of staff, or 


Mr. Cook have ever given 
residents notice to leave the 
facility by May 31,” said 
Key. 

Maurice Chazottes, execu¬ 
tive director of health pro¬ 
grams, said he wanted to 
correct any notions that fire 
exits in the manor are not 
adequate. 

He said comments he had 
made about fire exits related 
to the ability of staff to get 
partially-mobile patients out 
of the building in case of fire. 
“I am satisfied the fire mar¬ 
shal has approved the ac¬ 
tual fire doors and location,” 
he said.

‘Outdated gear 
seems to be 
a way of life’

Those involved in the ongoing fight to save Cana¬ 
da’s railway passenger service are anxiously watching 
the newly-elected Joe Clark government for hints of what 
the future holds. 

THEY SAY BLUNTLY that Vancouver Island’s durable 
little E&N Dayllner and its parent Via Rail will be doomed 
to the railway boneyard if the federal Conservatives 
aren’t prepared to come to the rescue wiiji much needed 
funding. 

“What we want to see is if the new federal government 
will put some money into it—if it doesn’t Via and the E&N 
will be gone by default,” says Michael Jackson, ex¬ 
ecutive director of Transport 2000 Canada. 

Both Jackson and John Cooper, whose E&N Steering 
Committee was largely responsible for extending the 
life of the Dayliner, say rail passenger service in Canada 
—in spite of ambitious goals—is facing an uncertain fu¬ 
ture. 

1 WHILE VIA HAS TAKEN over passenger operations of 
both CP Rail and the CNR, nothing has been done to replace 
outdated equipment, says Jackson. 

“We're running with 25-year-old equipment. It’s in¬ 
efficient. It’s always breaking down. It is a strange 
situation, but it seems to be a way of life.” 

Jackson, 38, of Regina, has been touring the country in 
defence of the various small railway services which he 
and Transport 2000 consider part of an endangered spe¬ 
cies. He took his first ride Tuesday on the E&N Day- 
liner and was impressed, he said, not only by the scenic 
trip but also with the active promotion of the service by the 
train crew. 

The organization he represents had a modest begin¬ 
ning (five people around a table in a Regina church 
basement in 1976). At the same time, a similar group 
was moving in the same direction in Ottawa. They 
united later and today Transport 2000 Canada has some 600 
members—many of them individuals, but some in the form 
of groups and even municipalities. The city of Regina, for 
instance, holds a membership. 

TRANSPORT 2000, affiliated with its namesake in 
Britain, operates mostly in the role of a consumers’ advo¬ 
cate organization. Its funding is limited, Jackson says. This 
year it has $10,000 from the federal consumer and corporate 
affairs ministry, and $3,000 from the Saskatchewan gov¬ 
ernment. In addition, it is now also able to raise funds 
as a charitable organization. 

As executive director, Jackson is the only paid em¬ 
ployee—and then only on a part-time basis. With hear¬ 
ings to attend across the country, research and other

costs, there just isn't enough money for a full-time direc¬ 
tor, he says. 

Before he and four others got the ball rolling in Regina 
he used to teach French at university, a knowledge he 
puts to practice as often as possible these days to earn 
the extra money he requires. His trip to Victoria was ac¬ 
tually to serve as a French translator at a University of 
Victoria conference. When that was over he took his ride 
on the E&N and met informally with B.C. transport 
ministry officials. 

THE ORIGINAL REGINA group fought to protect 
passenger rail service and branch freight lines in Saskat¬ 
chewan, and to block the proposed removal of the railway 
station from downtown Regina. The idea was to have the 
downtown station serve as a multi-travel centre, uniting 
train, bus service and airline ticket sales. 

As a result, the provincial government carried out a 
study with the city, the provincial busline organization, 
and Via Rail. Jackson says he has learned through a 
“leaked” report of the findings that the multi-service 


concept is deemed feasible, but that there may be some 
argument because of costs. 

IT IS THE SAME TYPE of transportation centre Coo¬ 
per has advocated for downtown Victoria. Both he and Jack- 
son say it has proved successful in Europe and in one 
Canadian municipality—Kapuskasing in northern Ontario. 

In the last eight months, Transport 2000 has taken up 
the fight to restore the Newfoundland Railway (the Newfie 
Bullet), participated in hearings that led to improvement of 
train service between the Maritimes and Quebec, and sat in 
on hearings dealing with CP Rail’s application to drop its 
passenger service between Edmonton, Red Deer and Cal¬ 
gary’. 

Jackson says the organization is made up of railroaders, 
environmentalists, citizens from various other walks of life, 
and economists “who think the use of rail transportation 
makes good sense, particularly today with the energy situa¬ 
tion what it is.” 

Jackson and Cooper believe the problems of tran¬ 
sportation and energy have to be treated now as one. 

“Transportation and energy will be the crucial issue 
of the next decade,” Cooper says. 

BOTH MEN SAY it is why government must move now 
through Via Rail to update equipment and meet the 
challenge. Cooper says Via has done very little of any¬ 
thing to promote or improve the E&N Dayliner service 
since a Canadian Transport Commission review commit¬ 
tee gave the little train a new five-year lease on life 
last November. 

The decision overturned an earlier ruling that would 
have allowed CP Rail to abandond the service. Coo¬ 
per’s steering committee, made up of E&N employees 
and other Vancouver Island residents, received most of 
the credit for bringing about the change of heart. At that 
time Via said it wanted a chance to see if the little 
passenger service could be made to work well in con¬ 
junction with other modes of transportation. 

Efforts of the steering committee had been credit¬ 
ed with keeping the matter before the public and greatly 
increasing Dayliner business. 

ALTHOUGH IT HASN'T become a B.C. division of 
Transport 2000, the steering committee is now affiliated 
with the organization. Jackson thinks Cooper and his group 
have set the pace for his own organization and others 
involved in the whole question of transportation needs. 

“We’re using the E&N Steering Committee as a 
model of the way we ought to go,” he says. 

Of his own organization and Cooper’s’ he says: “I 
think we filled in a gap—there was nobody in the pub¬ 
lic interest area fighting for rail transportation. I think if 
it were not for groups like ours it all would have gone 
down the tube.” 

THE TRANSPORT MINISTRY in the outgoing federal 
Liberal government had little time for railway transporta¬ 
tion problems, he says. 

“They were only interested in expanding airports, al¬ 
though they did do some things in the marine sec¬ 
tor.” 

Neglect of the rails played a part in the resounding 
election loss of Transport Minister Otto Lang in his 
home city of Saskatoon, Jackson believes. 

His hope is that the Clark administration will give the 
matter higher priority. 

“THE CRUX IS MONEY-if they really want to see rail 
service stay alive they’ve got to put money into Via 
Rail right across Canada.” 


Truck was 
ordered off 
B.C. ferry 


The B.C. Ferry Corpora¬ 
tion is investigating an inci¬ 
dent last Saturday in which a 
truck carrying possible dan¬ 
gerous cargo was discovered 
aboard the ferry Queen of 
Esquimalt. 

The Sidney Freight Ltd. 
truck may have carried pro¬ 
pane gas in its cargo and 
was ordered off the ferry 
at Swartz Bay before the 
ferry was allowed to sail, 
B.C. Ferry assistant traffic 
manager Bill Bouchard said 
Tuesday in an interview. 

“There was apparently a 
leak from the truck but it 
wasn’t clear yet whether the 
leak involved propane,” 
Bouchard said. / 

It appeared the outside of 
the truck was not marked as 
carrying dangerous cargo, 
he said. 

Federal ministry of trans¬ 
port regulations forbid dan¬ 
gerous cargoes on passenger 
sailings. 

The ferry corporation has 
dangerous cargo runs once a 
month to the Gulf Islands, 
and CPR trailer ferries and 
barges carry dangerous 


cargo to and from the main¬ 
land. 

Passenger ferries may 
carry merchandise such as 
dry goods, lumber or general 
produce. 

“Tar is the most volatile 
thing we can carry. Propane 
or other flammable goods 
over a certain flashpoint are 
not allowed,” Bouchard 
said. 

The investigation would be 
carried out by B.C. Ferry’s 
operations department 
which would be in contact 
with the ministry of trans¬ 
port, Bouchard said. 

“We would certainly pay 
close attention to the Sidney 
Freight company if in fact it 
was contravening ministry 
of transport regulations,” 
Bouchard said. 

“We will have a complete 
investigation and follow 
through with the freight 
company. This sort of thing 
is totally forbidden.” 

A Sidney Freight Ltd. dis¬ 
patcher said company prin¬ 
cipals would be available for 
comment on Wednesday. 


Hearings mid-June 
on railbed spraying 


Opponents of the proposed 
spraying of the E&N Rail¬ 
way roadbed will present 
their case June 14 and 15 at 
the Malaspina Hotel in Nan¬ 
aimo.

The herbicides to be used 
are the soil sterilants tebuth 
iuron and bromacil. CPR has 
declined to use a ballast 
cleaning machine on the 
tracks. 

Opponents of the spraying 
include the Cowichan Valley 
Regional District, the United 
Native Nations, E&N Steer¬ 
ing Committee, and the Nan¬ 
aimo Council of Women.

Four teams 
after Scotty 

NEW YORK (AP) — Scotty Bowman, who 
coached Montreal Canadiens to four straight Stanley 
Cup championships, is considering offers from four 
other National Hockey League clubs, his agent said 
Tuesday. 

Bowman must decide by June 4 whether to 
accept one of them or remain with Montreal, said 
Jerry Petrie, who attended a news conference at 
which Montreal star Guy Lafleur was presented with 
an award. 

“We have the right to 
talk to anyone who might 
be able to better Scotty’s 
position. He has coached 
12 years and wants to 
change his lifestyle so 
that he can be with his 
family more,” said Pe¬ 
trie. 

Bowman has an 
open-ended contract that 
allows him to better his 
position at the end of any 
season. After the news 
conference, Petrie was to 
fly to his client’s Florida 
vacation retreat to ana¬ 
lyse each of the offers. 

Petrie said Bowman 
would talk to each of 
the four teams that have 
offered him jobs. 

A source close to the 
situation said that one of 
Bowman’s offers came 
from Philadelphia Flyers. Petrie would not confirm 
that. 

“There is no problem in regards to money,” ob¬ 
served Petrie. “We have to check out things like 
philosophy and what would be expected. Scotty has 
been with Montreal 26 of his 30 years in hockey and I 
still believe he has the Canadien emblem tattoed on 
his anatomy.” 

Lafleur, who received a $10,000 award Tuesday 
as the season’s most productive and consistent per¬ 
former in the NHL, said he rates Bowman as one of 
the top four coaches in the league. 

“There are Bowman, Fred Shero, A1 Arbour and 
Don Cherry and that’s about it,” said Lafleur. “Good 
coaches with Scotty’s knowledge of the game are 
hard to find. But coaching is a tough life. Most of the 
good ones want to become general managers, so I 
don’t blame Bowman.” 


McCourt seeks 
new hearing 

TORONTO (CP) — Brian Smith, a Detroit law¬ 
yer representing Dale McCourt, said Detroit Red 
Wings’ star centre will appeal a U.S. court ruling that 
ordered the National Hockey League player to report 
to Los Angeles Kings. 

The Sixth U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Cin¬ 
cinnati upheld by a 2-1 vote last week an NHL’s 
reserve clause decision last year that McCourt 
should be compensation to the Kings for Detroit’s 
signing of free-agent goaltender Rogatien Vachon. 

Smith said Tuesday that McCourt will make his 
appeal to the same court, but before the full panel of 
seven judges. 

“Our alternative is the U.S. Supreme Court, 
but we will probably reserve that as* our final al¬ 
ternative should one be necessary,” Smith said. 

Smith noted that, in last week’s ruling, the 
dissenting position of Chief Judge George Edwards 
stated that the case was an issue that hadn’t come up 
before and therefore one the U.S. Supreme Court 
would likely hear upon request.

THERE WAS A TRUCE on controversial proposals for 
restrictions on both sport and commercial salmon fishing 
during the federal and provincial elections. But the elections 
have been held. The time has come when sport fishermen 
Must again beware anfl make certain their sport fishery and 
the huge industry it supports (s not unduly curtailed. 

There is a new Progressive Conservative federal gov¬ 
ernment ... and that means a new federal fisheries minister. 
Maybe, almost certainly, this time the new minister will 
be from the west... one who understands the problems of the 
vast salmon fisheiy and one who is familiar with the $300 
million to $400 million Salmonid Enhancement Program 
now underway on our coast. 

Our choice for a fisheries minister would be Donald 
TMunro of Esquimalt-Saanich riding, although he may be in 
ITne for the bigger post of external affairs minister, for 
which he is well qualified. 

But, he has also shown a sincere interest in the problems 
of commercial and sport salmon fishing on this coast and as 
a member of the parliamentary fisheries committee he 
often spoke out in support of both commercial and sport 
^fishermen. 

Whenever controversial subjects came up he would be 
the one to stand up and give the west coast views ... and 
often he sent me copies of Hansard to keep me informed on 
Ottawa dialogue. 

★ ★ ★ 

AT THE START OF THE RECENT CAMPAIGN I spent 
considerable time with Munro in his campaign office, at his 
request, discussing problems concerning the proposed sport 
salmon fishing restrictions ... and it was he who phoned me 
ul my home to tell me the barbless hook proposals for sport 
fishermen had been shelved. 

Liberal David Anderson also expressed opposition to the 
restrictive proposals. So did Victoria Conservative MP 
Allan McKinnon during a discussion about sport fishing. 
McKinnon, himself, is a sport fisherman, although he 
acknowledges not always too successful.

THE PROPOSED RESTRICTION ARE NOT DEAD 

just shelved, and this is no time for sport fishermen to 
relax. 

I have seen no official confirmation from federal 
fisheries that they are even shelved. In fact I have had 
absolutely no press releases or communication from fed¬ 
eral fisheries in Vancouver since the controversy started. It 
ftrjust as if 1 have left the country. They used to phone me 
when something special was coming up. Now, even the 
’ regular weekly fishing report that has come to me person¬ 
ally for years is being addressed to the "Sportfish Editor,” 
\yliich I guess is me! But, I have other sources of information 
Who look after me. 

The information I got about the shelving of restrictions 
U$me from a phone call to the district fisheries office. I 
then found that a directive had been sent to them stating 
. that a 20-inch size limit on Chinook salmon will be enforced 
against sports fishermen, effective Jan. 1, 1980, but the 
12-ineh size limit for coho will remain for the time 
* being ... and that there will be no ban on treble hooks, or 
regulation regarding barbless hooks at this time. The 
department plans to introduce closures in problem areas for 
short periods to protect immature salmon, 
f But, note "for the time being ’’ and "at this time .” The 
issues are far from dead. 

★ ★ ★ 

REASON GIVEN FOR PROPOSED RESTRICTIONS 

was that over-fishing is causing depletion of some wild 
chinook stocks to rivers like the Fraser. That may, or may 
not be true. Federal statistics are far from accurate, rather 
»fast guesstimates. Intensified commercial fishing to har¬ 
vest enhanced stocks might be hurting intermingling wild 
stocks of salmon because of the concentration at specific 
migration routes. But, certainly sport fishing can’t be 
creating much depletion. 

Sport fishermen are already restricted by their catch 
limit of four salmon a day, fewer in areas of concern. 
Charlie White’s underwater pictures of salmon following 
lures show clearly that only a very few of the salmon 
actually strike a lure. (Incidentally Charlie White’s two- 
hour seminar at Newcombe Auditorium has been expanded 
one more day ... to Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, 
June 7,8 p.m., so you can still get tickets.) It is impossible to 
harm a stock of salmon by sport fishing. 

Besides sport fishermen can not possibly be catching as 
. many wild salmon as they did three or four years ago. Since 
then the Capilano hatchery, the Quinsam hatchery, the new 
fainlledge hatchery, the Rosewall Creek hatchery, the Big 
QJtalicum hatchery and numbers of small enhancement and 
incubation box projects have been pumping more than six 
million coho and chinook salmon into the Gulf of Georgia 
w aters. If at least half of the sport catch is not now hatchery 
fish, then it is time we had a new look at the salmon 
hatcheries. And if half the sport catch is hatchery fish, then 
the sport catch of unenhanced wild salmon must have been 
f reduced already by 50 per cent. 

In Pennsylvania the fish commission has raised the 
salmon limit to six, from three, fish a day because along the 
Lake Erie border states some four million hatchery salmon 
were released in 1978. 

If Pennsylvania can do it, surely in British Columbia — 
the sport salmon fishing capital of the world — we should be 
raising limits and cutting back on restrictions instead of 
thinking of new methods to curtail sport fishing.

TORONTO (CP) - Hock¬ 
ey Hall of Famer Frank Fre¬ 
drickson died in his sleep 
Monday. He was 84. 

The Winnipeg-born veter¬ 
an of two world wars had 
been a life underwriter in 
Vancouver from the early 
1930s until his retirement 1*5 
years ago and had resided in 
Toronto for the last year. 

Fredrickson, a centre, 
turned professional with 
Winnipeg Falcons in 1913 and 
was captain of the Winnipeg 
team that won the Allan Cup, 


emblematic of senior hockey 
supremacy in Canada, and 
the. 1920 Olympic title at An¬ 
twerp, the first time hockey 
was included in the Winter 
Olympic program. 

He signed the same year 
with Lester Patrick’s Vic¬ 
toria jyistocrats (later to be 
renamed the Cougars), who 
defeated Montreal Cana- 
diens for the Stanley Cup in 
1925 but lost the next year to 
Montreal Maroons. He was 
in the National Hockey 
League for five seasons, 


playing with Detroit, Boston 
and Pittsburgh. 

A leg injury ended his 
hockey career ended prema¬ 
turely with Pittsburgh where 
he was player-coach-man¬ 
ager. .j 

He later coached at Prin¬ 
ceton University, the Royal 
Canadian Air Force team 
during the Second World 
War and the University of 
British Columbia. He was 
inducted into the Hockey 
Hall of Fame in 1958. 

A fighter pilot during the 


First World War, he was a 
flying instructor in the 
RCAF during the Second 
World War. 

Fredrickson received the 
Order of the Falcon from the 
government of Iceland for 
his work in charting schools 
of fish for that government’s 
fishing industry. 

He is survived by his 
widow, Beatrice; two sons, 
Frank of Regina and Dr. 
John of Toronto, and a 
daughter, Mrs. Marilyn Pep- 
piatt of Toronto.

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Final touches being applied to record sports deal 


Cooke 

will keep Redskins 


INGLEWOOD, Calif. (AP) 
— Jack Kent Cooke and Dr. 
Jerry Buss announced Tues¬ 
day they are putting the final 
touches to the largest trans¬ 
action in pro sports history. 

The sale to Buss by the 
Toronto-born Cooke Involves 
the National Basketball As¬ 
sociation’s Los Angeles 
Lakers, the Kings of the Na¬ 
tional Hockey League, the 
16,000-seat Forum and Ral- 
jon, a 13,000-acre ranch In 
the California Sierra. 

“1 am elated,” said Buss. 
“It Is something 1 have 


wanted for a long period of 
time. It is like a dream come 
true.” 

Buss released his state¬ 
ment through his spokesman 
Bob Steiner, who confirmed 
published reports that the 
package price is about $67 
million. 

The sale is contingent upon 
Buss gaining approval from 
both the NHL and NBA. Both 
leagues said, Tuesday that 
committees would review 
the financial status and 
background of Buss. 

Both the Kings and the 


Lakers have been unable to 
advance through early 
rounds of post-season play¬ 
offs in recent years. Steiner 
passed on a statement from 
Buss that no specific 
changes are in mind for the 
time being. 

“I am presuming that 
everyone is competent,” 
Buss said. “Otherwise they 
could not have been working 
for Jack Kent Cooke. The 
blend between the coach, the 
general manager and the 
owner is a sensative situa¬ 
tion, and until I’ve had a 


chance to talk with every¬ 
one, I can’t judge whether 
our personalities will or 
won’t mesh.” 

Cooke will retain his 80- 
per-cent majority interest in 
Washington Redskins of the 
National Football League 
plus other holdings. 

Commissioner Petq Ro- 
zelle of the NFL had urged 
Cooke to divest himself of 
other sports interests if he 
desired to stay with the Red¬ 
skins. NFL rules prohibit an 
owner from having interests 
in other sports franchises. 


However, Cooke was given 
time to settle a divorce suit. 
Then last March, his former 
wife, Barbara, was awarded 
one-half of his holdings 
which were estimated at $100 
million. 

Buss, 46, is a chemical 
engineer who made a fortune 
in Los Angeles real estate 
holdings. He has a doctorate 
in physical chemistry from 
the University of Southern 
California. 

In addition to owning the 
Strings of WTT, he also was 
part owner of franchises at 


San Diego, Anaheim and In¬ 
diana. 

Cooke, now 66, build the 
Forum for $16 million in 1967 
following disagreements 
with the Los Angeles Coli¬ 
seum Commission over his 
teanfs’ use of the Sports 
Arena adjacent to the Coli¬ 
seum. 

Cooke said the sale in¬ 
cludes no other of his busi¬ 
ness interests. 

Cooke bought the Lakers 
from Minneapolis business¬ 
man Bob Short for a report¬ 
ed $5 million in 1967 and paid 


$2 million to the NHL for the 
Kings as an expansion fran¬ 
chise the same year. 

In addition to housing the 
teams, the Forum has been 
successful in luring conven¬ 
tions and shows by various 
groups. 

Earlier this year, Buss 
tried unsuccessfully to buy 
Indiana Pacers of the NBA.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 


For those homeowners with only a 
few square yards of flower beds to fill, 
the easy way to produce a colorful 
display is to buy some beddjng plants 
and just bung them in. , 

Judging by my mail, though, some 
of my readers who are saddled with 
more extensive gardens are getting 
just a little bit browned off over this 
business of buying and setting out 
hundreds of annual plants in the 
spring, then pulling them up and dis¬ 
carding them in the fall. 

These folks are beginning to look 
with more and more interest at the 
herbacious perennials - the permanent 
flowering plants which die down in the 
fall but spring up from the roots every 
spring. 

Ordinarily, a bed or border of pe¬ 
rennials is started by purchasing the 
plants or roots and planting them in 
the spring or the fall. One of the hard 
facts of life, though, is that perennials 
cost a great deal more than annuals, 
and it can become a rather expensive 
business to furnish a big bed or border 
in this way. 

For instance, in a 1979 nursery 
catalogue I have before me, thorough¬ 
bred peony plants cost from $3.50 to $5 
each, perennial phlox $1.25, Bleeding 
Heart $2.50, delphiniums $1.35, Shasta 
daisies $1.50, Columbines $1.35 and 
bearded iris from $2 to $5 each — and

you need a lot of these to make any 
kind of a showing. 

This is for good stuff, of course. 
There is plenty of bargain-counter 
junk around, but when shopping for 
perennials, which are destined to be¬ 
come your garden companions for 
many years to come, it just doesn’t 
pay to buy anything but the best. 

Because of the high cost of large- 
scale planting, then, I have had quite a 
few enquiries lately asking whether 
perennials can be raised from seed. 
They can. Any plant that blooms and 
sets viable seed can be raised from 
seed. Whether it is a practicable and 
worthwhile proposition is another 
matter. 

For one things there is the length of 
time you have to wait before a peren¬ 
nial plant starts blooming. While some 
kinds are fairly quick and easy, others 
may take as long as five years before 
you see your first flower. 

The peony is a good example, tak¬ 
ing four to five years from seed to first 
bloom. And after all that long wait, the 
flowers may turn out to be the unwant¬ 
ed single blooms rather than doubles, 
and quite possibly in a color you don't 
like. Obviously, then, with peonies it 
pays to buy plants, and in named 
varieties. 

The trick, then, in raising your own 
perennials from seed is to stick with 


the easy doers and to those which can 
be counted on to start blooming in 
their, second year. Fortunately, there 
are some pretty good ones that can 
meet these specifications, and I will be 
naming and describing some of them 
in future articles. 

I must make it clear, though, that 
there is always an element of chance 
in all seed-grown plants. They may 
turn out to be shorter or taller than you 
wish, single instead of double blooms, 
and there is no guarantee as to color or 
shade. 

Mind you, this element of chance 
works both ways. While some of your 
seed-grown perennials may turn out to 
be hopeless duds when they come into 
bloom, there is always the possibility 
you may get a real super-dooper which 
will make horticultural history. After 
all, every new named variety was first 
grown from a seed, the result of eitheh 
a planned or a chance mating between 
two older varieties. 

Seeds are cpmparatively cheap, 
and from a 75-cent packet you will get 
more plants than you can possibly use, 
so the trick here is to discard ruthless¬ 
ly when they come into bloom, keeping 
only the most pleasing of the batch for 
planting up your perennial border. 

Thereafter, the best plants may be 
propagated by taking and rooting 
slips, or by root division.

My recent piece on what the word 
“equal” really means, and how it is 
commonly misunderstood, reminded 
me of the most prevalent word in our 
language that is even more misunder¬ 
stood. It is the little word “love”. 

A large part of the confusion 
springs from the fact that English, 
unlike some other languages, does not 
distinguish among different types of 
love. Ancient Greek, as we know, had 
three forms: eros for sexual or emo¬ 
tional love, philia for brotherly love, 
and agape for love of God. 

When we are commanded, in all the 
bibles of the world, to “love your 
neighbor,” it is the latter two forms 
of the word that are being enjoined, 
not the first. For we cannot be com¬ 
manded to “love” emotionally, since 
this kind of love is a feeling, and not an 
act of the will. 

We commonly suppose that “love” 
of this sort is an intensive,of “like,” 


just as “hot” is an intensive of 
“warm.” This is true only of romantic 
or sexual love, where the affection we 
feel for one person is of a much higher 
degree than our feelings toward other 
people. 

But “philia” is the kind of love that 
has nothing to do with liking. Perhaps 
the difference can be clarified by 
quoting Samuel Johnson’s aphorism, 
“It is not in our power to like, but it is 
in our power to be kind.” 

As an emotion, as a feeling, as a 
chemical mix, we cannot control our 
reactions to different personalities, 
and the great prophets and religious 
leaders were not so stupid as to sup¬ 
pose we can. Whom we like or dislike 
is not a matter in our command, or 
hardly so. 

But “philia,” as distinct from 
“eros,” is a matter of commanding 
our will, not redirecting our emotions. 
It is possible to love someone you do 
not like; in fact, that is the only virtue. 


Even the lowest and basest among us 
find it easy to care for those who 
attract them; but only the best among 
us can love those they do not like. 

It is hard, very hard, but every¬ 
thing worthwhile is hard, and there 
will be nothing resembling “brother¬ 
hood” on earth until most of us learn 
this lesson. I cannot do it: I keep trying 
and failing, and trying and failing; but 
at least I know it is what I am called to 
do. 

Before we can even begin, how¬ 
ever. we must comprehend the kind of 
“love” the Good Books mean, and not 
confuse it with sexual love, or parental 
love, or love of country or a taste for 
Bach and oysters. These are natural 
loves that come out of liking; “philia” 
is what some would term an unnatural 
love, because it goes against the grain. 
It is, indeed, the sublime foolishness 
that confounds the wisdom of this 
world.

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Nurse didn’t think girl had appendicitis

ALERT BAY — Influenza 
was assumed by a head 
nurse to be part of the prob¬ 
lem of an 11-year-old Indian 
Kiri w ho died in hospital here 
Jan. 22 of a ruptured appen¬ 
dix. a coroner’s jury was told 
Tuesday. 

Renee Smith died five 
days after being admitted to 
St. George's Hospital with¬ 
out undergoing surgery, the 
inquest, conducted by Van¬ 
couver coroner Glen McDon 
aid. was told. 

“I ASSUMED Renee was 
suffering from influenza,” 
head nurse Shirley Lans- 
dow'ne testified. 

“I assumed an influenza 
epidemic here at the time 
was part of Renee’s prob¬ 
lem.’’ she told the jury. 

“I thought flu was part of 
the diagnosis. I don’t believe 
I ever reached the decision 
the girl had an appendicitis 
problem.” 

The assumption was based 
on the girl's condition and 
the fact that there was no 
diagnosis, she said. 

ASKED WHETHER she at 
any time formed an opinion 
the patient had an appendi¬ 
citis problem. Mrs. Lans- 
downe told Smith family 
lawyer Michael Rhodes of 
Vancouver: “No, I don’t be¬ 
lieve I did.” 

The girl's illness did not 
strike her as being “exceed- 
, ingly serious,” she said. 

The head nurse could give 
no reason for omissions on 
Renee’s hospital records 
chart, or why it took four 
days to obtain a urine analy¬ 
sis from the hospital labora¬ 
tory. 

“1 am responsible for co¬ 
ordinating shifts,” she said 
in response to a suggestion 
by Nimpkish Band lawyer 
Roderick Naknakin that 
there appeared “an obvious 
lack of co-ordination be¬ 
tween hospital staff.”

had expressed concern to the 
girl’s physician. Dr. Jack 
Pickup, about cohstant vo¬ 
miting, and made represen¬ 
tations to the doctor to 
change from giving oral 
antibiotics to medication by 
needle. 

SHE FURTHER testified 
that she suggested to the 
doctor the girl go on intrave¬ 
nous feeding because of the 
vomiting. 

Schaeffler said the girl was 
brought to her in a wheel¬ 
chair. The admission sheet 
referred to “an acute abdo¬ 
men” problem and the doc¬ 
tor had ordered blood tests. 

On Pickup’s orders the girl 
was given Sparidol, a nar¬ 
cotic, to rojieve pain, and 
Dramamine because she 
was nauseated. Penicillin 
was also ordered intramu¬ 
scularly because the patient 
was unable to keep fluids 
down. 

ON JAN. 21, nursing staff 
started giving antibiotics in¬ 
tramuscularly, the inquest 
was told. 

“1 assumed from my ob¬ 
servations Renee was a 
probable acute appendicitis 
case,” Schneider said. 

She described the girl as 
“looking pale, anxious, and 
in considerable pain.” 

The witness could not re¬ 
call if she had any discus¬ 
sions with the doctor about 
the patient being prepared 
for surgery, “but I assumed 
she would be undergoing 
surgery.” 

HOWEVER, NO orders 
were given to prepare her 
for surgery, the witness 
said. 

“It was my impression 
when I saw her two days 
after she was admitted she 
had moved from an acute to 
a chronic appendix case.” 
she saidL 


“And I can’t remember if 
other nurses expressed con¬ 
cern about the lack of diag¬ 
nosis.” 

Contrary to standard hos¬ 
pital procedure, the girl’s 
weight was not taken when 
she wafs admitted, the wit¬ 
ness said. It was taken Jan. 
21, but in the interim drugs 
were administered to the 
girl. 

SCHNEIDER SAID it was 
essential a young person 
especially be weighed so the 
correct drug dosage could be 

given. 

And she said it was pos¬ 
sible to judge a person's 
weight without placing that 
person on the scales. 

“You would be surprised if 
I told you your weight, ” she 
told Naknakin. 

“What is it?” he asked. 

After a long pause, the wit¬ 
ness said 156 pounds. 

“You are out about 25 
pouhds,” the lawyer told 
her. 

OMISSIONS ON the pa 
tient’s fluid balance sheet 
were not reported to the head 
nurse “because I didn’t see 
her,'.’ Schneider testified. 

“My responsibilities are 


for the care of patients,” she 
said. “I’m not responsible 
for what happens on other 
shifts. 

“I had many concerns. 
The fluid level report was 
one of them.”

3000 cc a day,” the nurse said 
that was the doctor’s con¬ 
cern, not hers. 

She said she and Pick¬ 
up agreed the girl “has a bad 
chest” because her respira¬ 
tions were audible and 
wheezy. 

Nurse Marilyn Danson 
testified that she expressed 
her concern to other nurses 
about Renee’s abdominal 
pain. 

“ALL THE indications 
were that something was 
very wrong with her. It could 
have been a bowel obstruc-

tion or one of many 
things.” 

She said she anticipated a 
diagnosis would be made 
available and other tests 
made after the doctor or¬ 
dered a blood test. 

“I wondered what was 
wrong with Renee, but I 
never received a satisfac¬ 
tory answer. Other nurses 
were wondering the same as 
I was.” 

THE REASON the fluid 
balance sheet was not to¬ 


talled for two days was be¬ 
cause the day shift neglected 
to make entries, she said. 

“It’s the responsibility of 
each shift to record this in- 
. formation,” she testified. 

The fluid intake and output 
level was “most important” 
as it assisted a doctor in 
arriving at a diagnosis, the 
witness said. 

Questioned by crown cou- 
sel Sidney Shook about the 
unsigned instruction for the 
patient to receive “3000 cc of 
fluid a day,” the witness said 


if she had been the nurse 
responsible for administer¬ 
ing the dosage, she would 
have asked the doctor for 
more specific details. 

“I WOULD HAVE been 
confused. I would not have 
known what type of transfu 
sion to give.” 

Danson said she was not 
concerned that drugs being 
administered to Renee could 
have been masking symp¬ 
toms. 

Practical nurse Jacque¬ 


line Hobbis said the patient 
was moved closer to a nurs¬ 
ing station a few hours be¬ 
fore her death so staff could 
keep a closer eye on her. 

SHE SAID THE girl ap¬ 
peared confused and scared 
shortly before she died. 

Oxygen and artificial res¬ 
piration were given Renee 
when her face started turn¬ 
ing blue, she said. 

Operating room nurse 
Terista Wong told the jury 
she assisted in inserting a 
tube on the day of the girl’s 
death in an effort to stop 
constant vomiting.

Stereotyping 
keeps women 
out of sports 


OTTAWA (CP) — Abby 
Hoffman caused a stir when 
.she was barred from an all¬ 
boys hockey team at age 
nine. Now 23 years later, 
she's still trying to prove 
that female athletes 
shouldn't have to worry 
about being ladylike. 

Ms. Hoffman held the na¬ 
tion's eye for 15 years as a 
middle-distance runner, rep¬ 
resenting Canada at the in¬ 
ternational level and setting 
a record for the 800-metre 
race at home. 

She now is an administra¬ 
tor with the Ontario Human 
Rights Commission and 
speaks with authority on 
sexist attitudes in sports. 

She *fumes at people who 
say boxing is a man’s sport, 
men who participate in ar¬ 
chery are sissies and women 
should not be allowed to run 
distances longer than 800 
metres. 

“It’s remarkable that 
after all these years, the 
question of whether it’s la¬ 


dylike to be an athlete is still 
a matter of debate. Whether 
it’s gentlemanly to be an 
athlete is not a subject worth 
discussing.” 

She recently told teachers 
at an Ottawa conference on 
sex-stereotyping in schools 
that women were first al¬ 
lowed to enter the 800-metre 
Olympic track and field 
event in 1928. 

‘‘They ran well, but after 
the race, members of the 
International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee decided it was inap¬ 
propriate to have women 
sweating in public and it was 
removed until 1960. There 
was genuine concern about 
the biological capacity of 
women.” 

She said ‘‘paranoia about 
reproductive organs ahd 
child-rearing capabilities,” 
exist even today. Girls in 
some Ontario schools shy 
away from the triple jump 
because ‘‘their uteruSWrwill 
drop, or something like 
that.”

Gears stripped on benefits of cycling 


WINNIPEG (CP) — Cy¬ 
cling is the ‘‘in way” to get 
fit, but just how good is it as a 
method of fitness? 

“Not much,” says Ken 
Tyson, owner of a Winnipeg 
bicycle shop. “Cycling is not 
what it's cracked up to be.” 

But Tyson says it is not so 
much the fault of the bicycle 
as the way it is used. 

“Most people don’t know 
what fitness means. You’re 
not going to get fit riding 
down to the corner store. Or 
almost anywhere in the city 
for that matter.” 

Unless a cyclist travels ex¬ 
tremely long distances with¬ 
in the city limits, there is no 


way that person will achieve 
fitness, he says. 

“In order to develop your 
body properly, an exercise 
must be constant. Your pulse 
rate must reach and main¬ 
tain a certain level. 

“In the city, the cyclist 
goes through too much stop- 
go, stop-go exercising. Only 
experienced cyclists would 
use this kind of interval 
training to develop stam¬ 
ina. 

“It is not good at all to get 
going 30 miles per hour for a 
couple of seconds and then 
coast for a mile, which is 
what most people do.” 

According to Tyson, many 


people buy 10-speed bikes 
because they think they go 
faster than conventional bi¬ 
cycles. This, he says, 
“couldn’t be further from 
the truth.” 

“A bicycle works most ef¬ 
ficiently when the pedals are 
moving 50 to 75 revolutions 
per minute. The gears allow 
the cyclist to maintain this 
pace over all types of ter¬ 
rain.” 

At this rate, the cyclist 
also is benefitting his or her 
own fitness development, 
Tyson says. 

“They guy in 10th gear 
would have to be going about 
30 to 35 miles per hour to do 


it. The only way to keep up 
this speed is going down¬ 
hill.” 

Cycling is a science, and 
many people give up on it 
when they fail to become 
fit. 

As in any other sport, a 
major problem in cycling is 
motivation and Tyson be¬ 
lieves top-quality equipment 
and motivation go together. 

“A good bicycle can give it 
(motivation) to you. The bet¬ 
ter it is, the more the bicycle 
becomes a part of you.” 

He believes that serious 
cyclists should be willing to 


spend a lot of money for good 
equipment. 

“The marketplace has 
convinced people that just 
because a bike has 10 gears 
it’s better made than any 
other bicycle. Really, gears 
mean nothing.”

reproductiveorgans, says an 
expert in lead poisoning. 

“If there is the possibility 
of reproductive damage to 
women, there is also the pos¬ 
sibility of reproductive dam¬ 
age to men,” said Dr. David 
Parkinson, medical consul¬ 
tant to the United Steel¬ 
workers of America in Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

He said three women in 
West Virginia had them¬ 
selves sterilized six months 
ago so they could return to 
work without fear of having 
defective babies. 

“It’s just outrageous that 
that sort of thing could have 
occurred,” he told a journal¬ 
ists’ workshop at Ryerson 


Polytechnical Institute. 

Parkinson was staff 
physician in pediatrics at To- 
rontons Hospital for Sick 
Children in 1974 when lead 
pollution became a major 
concern in Ontario. 

In an interview, he said 
several U.S. plants have pre¬ 
vented women from getting 
the dirty but highly-paid jobs 
because of the fear of dam¬ 
age to reproductive organs. 
Union officials now com¬ 
plain that companies are 
either discriminating 
against women or ignoring 
the danger to men. 

Parkinson said a major 
step for industry would be to 
ensure dust-free shop 
floors.

_Women’s economic status^ 
eroded despite job number 



CALGARY (CP) — The economic status oi 
women is deteriorating, despite their increased par¬ 
ticipation in the labor force, says Monica Townson of 
the Economic Council of Canada. 

The average income of women has increased 
over the years, but the gap between men’s and 
women’s incomes Is widening, she said. 

“Even though women have entered the labor 
force in great numbers, they are still confined to the 
traditional, low-paid occupations.” 

She said 78 per cent of women are clustered in 
five occupations: clerical, sales, service, nursing and 
teaching. Statistics Canada figures show the average 
income of full-time working women was $8,652 in 
1976, compared to $16,292 for men — a gap of 53 per 
cent. In 1975 the gap was 56 per cent. 


Suzanne Findlay, vice-president of the federal 
advisory council on the status of women, noted that 
in 1978 it took working women eight days to earn 
what a man earned in five. She said an unskilled 
female salesperson, for example, earned 39.2 per 
cent less than her male counterpart in 1977. 

^*The private sector is slightly ahead of the public 
service in its use of qualified women, she added. 

Although women’s incomes remain generally 
low. women do have potential clout to change eco¬ 
nomic and political policies because of their growing 
presence in the workplace, she said. There are 
almost 3.5 million working women in Canada, more 
than 46 per cent of them married. Only 27 per cent of 
working women were married in 1966, Findlay said.

She was part of a five- 
member team at the London 
Sunday Times that produced 
a series of articles on the 
subject and the book, called 
Suffer The Children . 

Thalidomide, a tranquil¬ 
lizer sold under 60 different 
names in 46 countries in the 
late 1950s and early 1960s, 
caused deformities in 410 
babies l?orn to British 
women who took the drug. In 
Canada, there were about 90 
victims. 


Your Good Health 


Dear Dr. Ruble: I’m a vic¬ 
tim of psoriasis and have it 
badly on my hips and legs. I 
have not been helped by my 
doctors. My latest doctor is 
giving me a cream diprosone 
to use three times a day. It’s 
not doing any good. I 'cannot 
wear a dress because of the 
appearance. You are my last 
resort. I would appreciate 
any new information you 
have on this problem, which 
I assume many others have. 
- Mrs. J.B. 

According to statistics 
from the U.S. National Pso¬ 
riasis Foundation 2 to 4 per 
cent of the population has 
psoriasis. The problem, as 
you probably know, is rapid 
growth of the cells of the 
outer skin. Normal skin cells 
mature and shed in about a 
month. With psoriasis the 
process takes only from six' 
to eight days, and the skin 
cells never really do mature 
but foYm scales instead 
(plaques). 

Psoriasis has plagued 
mankind since ancient 
times. The traditional treat¬ 
ment for many .years has 
been tar and utraviolet light. 
Many variations of this have 
been tried. For example, 
newer drugs help by making 
the skin more sensitive to 
ultraviolet light. Other drugs 
have been tried to slow down 
cell growth. Cortisone in 
plastic wraps have helped 
some patients. Your Dipro¬ 
sone (betamethasone dipro- 
prionate) is one of the newer 


steroid drugs being tried. 

Research continues, 
thanks in part to -efforts of 
the National Psoriasis Foun¬ 
dation. That organization 
has been immensely helpful 
to many psoriasis patients, 
in reaching new treatments, 
offering tips and providing 
general information about 
the problem. You can write 
them at the following ad¬ 
dress: 6415 SW Canyon Ct., 
Suite 200, Portland, Ore. 
97221. The first time the 
foundation’s address was 
given here they got 2,000 let¬ 
ters in one day. indicating 
both the extent of the prob¬ 
lem and just how serious 
patients are in wanting to 
know more about it. As a 
matter of fact, the total mail 
response was so high they 
moved into new larger quar¬ 
ters. They didn’t mind. 

To answer the most often 
asked question about psoria¬ 
sis — no, it is not conta¬ 
gious. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: My mouth 

and throat get so dry, espe¬ 
cially at night to the point 
where it hurts when I swal¬ 
low. What can one do? — 
II.E. 

You tell me very little. A 
good point to begin is with a 
room humidifier. An arid en¬ 
vironment can be trouble¬ 
some. especially for elderly 
folks. The hot dry air of 
winter, mouth breathing, 
medication and other medi¬ 
cal problems can be in¬ 
volved.

‘‘The book focuses on 
what’s wrong with our medi¬ 
cal and research systems 
and the attitude toward the 
press,” Wallace said. “But 
it’s also a parable about the 
plight of individuals left on 
their own to fight giant cor¬ 
porations.” 

The British press was ini¬ 
tially prevented from telling 
the thalidomide story be¬ 
cause of contempt-of-court 
laws. To get around the laws, 
the Times team found 100 
families who weren’t in¬ 
volved in court cases against 
Distillers Co., the British 
producer of the drug. 

Wallace’s articles were 
stories of tragedy and cour¬ 
age. despair and joy. Some 
of the children have driver’s 
licences and operate special¬ 
ly-adapted cars. Several 


have married, and others 
have gone to university. 

One girl, bom without 
arms, recently had a baby 
and changes the child’s dia¬ 
pers with her toes. 

A boy who is armless and 
legless does a radio show for 
the blind, and a girl with 
short arms is establishing a 
riding school for handi¬ 
capped children. 

The articles and resulting 
public outcry helped the 
thalidomide victims gain a 
settlement of $175,000 a 
child. The money is being 
held in trust and the chil-

TORONTO (CP) — Canadians are 
being lulled into a false sense of secur¬ 
ity because United States companies 
are supplying the Canadian govern¬ 
ment with self-serving data on indust¬ 
rial cancer-causing agents, an Ameri¬ 
can cancer expert says. 

Dr. Samuel Epstein told journal¬ 
ists at a seminar sponsored by the 
Centre for Investigative Journalism 
that American industry Is shirking its 
duty of informing the public about 
cancer-causing materials used in in¬ 
dustry. 


Author of The Politics of Cancer 
and professor of occupational and en¬ 
vironmental medicine at the Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois, Epstein said it would be 
possible to reduce the threat of cancer 
by controlling industries that intro¬ 
duce industrially-produced carcino¬ 
gens into the environment, such as the 
petrochemical and asbestos indus¬ 
tries. 

“The past track record of the in¬ 
dustries has been to deny the existence 
of the cancer risks they produce.” 
Epstein said at the seminar. ‘‘They

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Production rise 
shown by Canada 


OTTAWA (UPC) - Can¬ 
ada’s Real Domestic Prod¬ 
uct increased one half of one 
per cent in March over Feb¬ 
ruary. with output in the 
manufacturing sector rising 
substantially for the fifth 
consecutive month. Statis¬ 
tics Canada reported Tues¬ 
day. 

The RDP is the govern¬ 
ment’s index showing 
change over time in the pro¬ 
duction end of the economy. 


The seasonally adjusted 
RDP index rose .5 per cent in 
March to 137.5. The index 
uses 1971 as a base year 
equalling 100. 

Statistics Canada also said 
goods-producing industries 
were up .3 per cent and ser¬ 
vice industries up .7 per 
cent. 

In goods production, out¬ 
put gains were confined 
mainly to agriculture—due

Flap failure 
crash cause? 


VANCOUVER (CP) — An 
inquest was told Tuesday 
that mechanical failure was 
to blame for the crash here 
of an AirWest plane last Sep¬ 
tember which killed 11 peo¬ 
ple. 

Harold Fawcett, head of a 
federal air safety investiga- 
tion team, said the most 
likely cause of the accident 
was failure of the wing-flap 
linkage. 

The de Havilland Twin 
Otter crashed into Vancou¬ 
ver's Coal Harbor after a 
flight from Victoria. Nine of 
the dead were tourists from 
Japan. 

Fawcett said the linkage 
failure forced up the flap on 
one wing, while the flap on 
the other wing was forced 
down. The two flaps are sup¬ 
posed to act in concert. 

He said an earlier theory 
of possible failure of the en¬ 


gine’s propeller reverse- 
pitch mechanism was dis¬ 
carded early this year. 

Fawcett also said it was 
not until March 19—seven 
months after the crash—that 
a government airworthiness 
directive was sent out warn¬ 
ing aircraft engineers to look 
for metal fatigue cracks in 
the wing flap linkage. 

He said the delay was be¬ 
cause not all the linkage 
components were recovered 
with the wreckage from Coal 
Harbor. The crash site had to 
be dredged to recover the 
missing parts. 

The inquest continues.

Kinnaird raps Pacific Press attitude 


VANCOUVER (CP)-Pa¬ 
cific Press Ltd. is bargain¬ 
ing in bad faith by getting 
greedy when settlement is 
near in a dispute that has 
closed the city’s two daily 
newspapers for nearly seven 
months, says Jim Kinnaird, 
president of the British Co- 
iumbia Federation of 
Labor. 

At a news conference 
Tuesday, Kinnaird accused 
Pacific Press, which pro¬ 
duces both the evening Sun 


and morning Province , of 
deciding to continue the 
strike-lockout of six unions 
that began Nov. 1 although a 
proposal had been made to 
resolve the key issue of man¬ 
ning for the pressmen's 
union. 

The proposal calls for a 
three-man arbitration panel 
to investigate the manning 
clause, which determines 
the number of pressmen re¬ 
quired to operate the presses 
on a given shift. 


‘‘Everyone involved in in¬ 
dustrial relations, whether it 
be union or management, 
knows that you just don’t 
increase your original de¬ 
mands when a settlement is 
imminent,” Kinnaird said. 

‘‘Management should take 
a long, hard look at where 
they are now. It’s up to man¬ 
agement to get off their 
butt.” 

Clark Davey and Paddy 
Sherman, publishers of the 
Sun and Province respec¬ 


tively, said later that Kin¬ 
naird was not fully briefed 
on the manning issue. 

‘‘We did not impose any 
conditions whatever on the 
pressmen’s proposal,” the 
publishers said in a joint 
statement. “We simply 
asked them to remove the 
conditions they had placed 
on a full and open arbitration 
of the press manning 
issue.” 

Davey and Sherman said 
in a joint statement Monday 


that the pressmen wanted to 
limit the arbitration process 
to the manning clause only, 
excluding other aspects of 
the agreement. 

They said the other issues 
could contradict or restrict 
an arbitrated settlement to 
the manning clause. 

Dave McIntyre, secre¬ 
tary-treasurer of the labor 
federation and a former 
president of the pressmen’s 
union, said management 
was greedy in seeking to ex¬ 


pand the arbitration to such 
areas as overtime, hiring 
and an apprenticeship 
clause. 

“Manning is the question 
and manning has been an¬ 
swered by the pressmen,” 
McIntyre said. 

He said that when negotia¬ 
tions began the pressmen re¬ 
fused to submit manning to 
arbitration but had changed 
their bargaining position 
considerably to meet a pro¬ 
posal by management.

In its latest monthly sur¬ 
vey of food prices, the fed¬ 
eral watchdog agency said it 
now costs $60.50 a week to 
feed a family of four nutri¬ 
tiously. 

For the month ending May 
18, food prices increased by 
0.5 per cent over the previous 
survey. Higher beef and 
dairy prices were mainly re¬ 
sponsible. 

Although food prices con¬ 
tinue to climb more rapidly 
than other consumer prices, 
there has been a notable 
moderation in the 12-month 
rate of increase in the last 
two months. 

During March, for exam¬ 
ple, the board’s survey 
showed prices rising at an 
annual rate of 21.7 per cent.

This month’s 15.2-per-cent 
increase is the smallest an¬ 
nual jump in the index since 
November. The reason for 
this moderation is attributed 
to a sudden, brief drop in 
beef prices in late April. 

The bbef price decline was 
temporary and by mid-May 
prices were once again ris¬ 
ing for beef and most other 
grocery items. 

The Anti-Inflation Board’s 
survey showed slightly less 


inflation in food prices than 
did Statistics Canada figures 
released two weeks ago. 

The federal statistical 
agency said food prices were 
rising at an annual rate of 
16.5 per cent during March. 

The government’s rule of 
thumb is that the average 
consumer spends 21.5 per 
cent of his budget on food. 
For more than a year, food 
prices have consistently 
been the major culprit in 
driving up the cost of living. 


Latest monthly figures show 
prices now are rising at an 
annual rate of 9.8 per cent. 

The Anti-Inflation Board 
survey of grocery store 
prices in 12 major cities 
showed a 2.3-per-cent in¬ 
crease in the price of beef in 
the last month. On a year-to- 
year basis, beef prices have 
gone up 33.8 per cent. 

The board warned that the 
backyard barbecue season 
is likely to push beef prices 
even higher in the next few 


months. This increase in de¬ 
mand, combined with the 
fact that farmers are slaugh¬ 
tering only 80 per cent as 
much as they were a year 
ago, is expected to result in 
expensive hamburger, 
steaks and other beef cuts. 

Fork prices, which 
dropped 3.2 per cent during 
the last month, may provide 
some relief. The board says 
hog farmers plan to expand 
their production. 

Poultry prices remained 


almost stable on a monthly 
basis, but are 21.4 per cent 
higher than last year. 

Dairy prices, regulated by 
the federal government, in¬ 
creased 1.6 per cent during 
the month and 8.5 per cent 
over the year. 

Eggs, also government-re¬ 
gulated, increased by 0.4 per 
cent during the month and 
5.2 per cent since 1978. 

Price changes for bakery 
products, fresh fruit and 
most beverages were small. 


The board said vegetable 
prices fluctuate from week 
to week. 

The average cost of a basic 
nutritious diet for a family of 
four in the cities surveyed by 
the board was St. John’s, 
Nfid., $67.50, Charlottetown 
$61.51, Halifax $58.66. Saint 
John, N.B.. $61.49, Quebec 
$59.20, Montreal $58.90. Ot¬ 
tawa $60.11, Toronto $60.97, 
Winnipeg $62.57, Regina 
$63.54, Edmonton $61.75 and 
Vancouver $64.84.

OTTAWA (CP)-The face 
of Parliament remains in¬ 
distinct a week after Joe 
Clark's Conservatives 
dumped the Liberal govern¬ 
ment of Pierre Trudeau in 
the May 22 federal election. 

Clark continued efforts 
here Tuesday to put together 
a cabinet with which his gov¬ 
ernment will face a com¬ 
bined majority of Liberals, 
New Democrats and Social 
Crediters in the House of 
Commons in the fall.

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And judges were referee¬ 
ing or preparing to referee 
the recount of ballots in sev¬ 
eral constituencies, the out¬ 
come of which will deter¬ 
mine whether the NDP’s Ed 
Broadbent or Social Crediter 
Fabien Roy can hope to be 
power brokers in the new 
Parliament.

Clark in the afternoon to in¬ 
vite him to try. 

The prime rninister-elect 
received a stream of visitors 
as he sought prospective 
senators to speak for 
French-Canada in the cabi¬ 
net and MPs to fill his other 
cabinet needs. 

Meanwhile, recounts this 
week could change the par¬ 
liamentary picture that 
emerged election night. 

Clark came out of that 
night with 135 members in 


the 282-seat Commons. Tru¬ 
deau’s Liberals had 115 
seats, New Democrats 26 
and Social Credit six. 

That left Broadbent able to 
join with the Liberals to de¬ 
feat the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment on a confidence 
motion in the Commons. 

He could hope to have 
some influence on Clark’s 
policies as the price for sup¬ 
port, despite the fact that 
Clark has said he will govern 
as though he had a major¬ 
ity. 


But the recounts could put 
Fabien Roy’s tiny Quebec- 
based Social Credit rump in 
a power-broker position. 

Recounts before judges 
will be held this week in at 
least Toronto Parkdale-High 
Park, where Liberal Jesse 
Flis defeated Tory incum¬ 
bent Yuri Shymko by 61 
votes election night; Halifax, 
where Tory George Cooper 
beat Liberal Brian Flem¬ 
ming by 24 votes; Vancouver 
Centre, where Liberal Art 


Phillips beat Tory Pat Car¬ 
ney by 100 votes. 

The outcome of the re 
counts could effect Clark’s 
selection of a Speaker of the 
Commons. There have been 
rumyrs that he would like 
Liberal James Jerome to 
stay on and Jerome has not 
shown himself adverse to the 
ideh. 

That would save Clark the 
necessity of depleting his 
own Conservative ranks by 
one important person.

MONTREAL (CP) - Po¬ 
lice said Tuesday they had 
found a helicopter believed 
used by twa armed men who 
stole an estimated $560,000 
worth of gold and silver 
Monday from a mine in 
northwestern Quebec. 

Quebec Provincial Police 
discovered the abandoned 
chopper, stolen from a 
rental company in Val d’Or, 


at about noon Tuesday on a 
service road near an airport 
in Lasarre, 100 kilometres 
southwest of the mine. 

Following the find, three 
police helicopters joined an 
intensive search for the two 
men. 

A police spokesman said 
they also have obtained de¬ 
tailed descriptions of two 


bandits from night shift em¬ 
ployees of the Agnico-Eagle 
mine in Joutel, 790 kilo¬ 
metres northwest of Mon¬ 
treal. 

The thieves handcuffed 
the employees shortly before 
breaking into a locked vault 
at the mine early Monday. 

They escaped in a stolen 
van with silver powder and 
700 pounds of gold precipi¬ 


tate — the product of the 
refining process that is melt¬ 
ed into gold bars — contain¬ 
ing 1,731 troy ounces.of 
gold. ' 

The bandits are believed to 
have loaded the booty onto a 
helicopter for a final get¬ 
away. 

Police said both men wore 
security helmets and carried 


a .38 calibre revolver and a 
Luger pistol at the time of 
the robbery. 

Commenfing on the rob¬ 
bery, the first at the Joutel 
mine, Paul Penna, president 
of Toronto-based Agnico- 
Eagle, said it “just makes 
me sick.” 

“I’m just glad there was 
no loss of life,” he said in a 


telephone interview. 

Penna said the robbers 
likely have a furnace to 
transform the mud-like pre¬ 
cipitate, which contains im¬ 
purities and liquids, into gold 
bars. * 

The robbery was the third 
major gold theft from mines 
in northwestern Quebec in 
the last five years.

WINNIPEG (CP) — Richardson Securi¬ 
ties Inc. has advised its clients to stop 
speculating in Canadian dollars futures 
because of the possibility that the Clark 
government might “peg” the value of the 
dollar. 

In a commodities opinion letter pub¬ 
lished after the May 22 election, the firm 
said Conservatives criticized Liberals dur¬ 
ing the campaign for their handling of 
exchange rates. 


“Given the possibility that Mr. Clark 
may have to fight another election within 
the next 18 months, he may seek to defuse 
the exchange rate issue by pegging our 
currency to the U. S. dollar at some 
arbitrarily determined level.” 

The firm mentioned 87 cents U.S. as one 
possible value of a pegged Canadian dol¬ 
lar, but it said advisers to the Clark gov¬ 
ernment could also opt for 86 or 85 cents. 


Research analyst Harold Davis, the au¬ 
thor of the report, said Wednesday he has 
no inside information about what course of 
action the new government might take. 

But he said the possibility of a pegged 
Jollar makes other areas of investment 
more attractive to speculators for the time 
being. 

“For the speculator, we’re just saying, 
‘Play something else.’ ”

handles currency futures, and futures 
prices tend to rise and fall in line with 
“spot” prices for various currencies.

Most of the DC-lOs in the 
world, including the only two 
flying in Canada and owned 
by Wardair, were grounded 
for thorough inspections 
Tuesday following findings 
by the Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration in the U.S. of 
suspected metal fatigue. 

The American agency or¬ 
dered the DC-10s in the U.S. 
grounded Monday following 
the crash of the American 
Airlines plane which killed 
273 persons. 

The Monday order was 
based on suspected flaws in 
the airplane’s wing assem-

bly. But Tuesday’s finding of 
suspected metal fatigue was 
more serious and inspec¬ 
tions, both compulsory and 
voluntary, were ordered by a 
large number of airlines 
around the world. 

In Ottawa, a federal trans¬ 
port ministry spokesman 
said Wardair must await a 
special investigation by 
McDonnell Douglas offi¬ 
cials, makers of the air¬ 
craft, before resuming char¬ 
ter flights. 


A Wardair spokesman in 
Edmonton said one of their 
$40 million planes was al¬ 
ready in Toronto awaiting 
inspection when the Cana¬ 
dian order was issued while 
the other, empty, was flying 
to Toronto from Scotland. 

Wardair expected to re¬ 
sume its scheduled overseas 
flights tonight following a 
further inspection of their 
engine mounts, a-company 
spokesman said Tuesday. 

The transport ministry de¬ 


clined to follow the Amerir 
can lead Monday in ground¬ 
ing the DC-lOs.

The U.S. government or¬ 
der follow ed the discovery of

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Silent screen star Mary Pick- 
ford, North America’s sweetheart in the 1920s, died Tuesday 
at Santa Monica Hospital of a stroke. She was 86. 

The Toronto-born Miss Pickford had been in apparently 
good condition until Friday, when her husband Buddy 
Rogers entered her bedroom and found her in a failing 
condition, said the former movie queen’s secretary, Linda 
Humphries. 

Rogers summoned a doctor and Miss Pickford was 
taken to hospital, where her condition deteriorated. 

“She was a strong-minded woman and she fought for 
her life,” said Miss Humphries. “But her age was against 
her.” 

Miss Pickford told friends she preferred to be remem¬ 
bered as she looked 50 or 60 years ago. when, in more 
than 200 films between 1909 and 1933, she invariably por¬ 
trayed a sweet, spunky, innocent and wholesome young girl 
with golden tresses.

IROQUOIS, Ont. (CP) - 
The engine and three cars of 
a Via Rail turbo train bound 
for Toronto from Montreal 
were damaged by fire Tues¬ 
day, company spokesmen 
said. 

All 205 passengers and six 
crew members on board 
escaped serious injury al¬ 
though three women suf¬ 
fered sprained ankles jump¬ 
ing from the burning train. 

The passengers fled the 
train which stopped about 
five kilometres west of Mor- 
risburg.

Most car¬ 
ried their baggage although 
some left bags on the turbo 
which were retrieved later. 

The passengers were 
picked up by a Rapido train 
bound for Toronto and con¬ 
tinued their journey after 
the fire was extinguished 
and the line reopened. 

Peter Buckley of Mon¬ 
treal, a passenger on the 
train, said there was no indi¬ 
cation of fire when the train 
came to a stop in the wooded 
area.

MacMillan Bloedel Ltd. refuses to sell the 9,000 acres 
surrounding Princess Louisa Inlet, and the province has 
no crown timber to trade, Parks Minister James Chabot said 
Tuesday. 

“We have a very difficult situation,” he commented. 

The giant timber company has said that logging of the 
10-kilometre-long fjord northeast of Powell River will start 
next year unless ownership of the land can be exchanged for 
other timberland of equal value and productivity. 

Members of the Princess Louisa International Society, 
which looks after Chatterbox Falls Park at the head of the 
fjord, have protested the logging, which they say will leave a 
scar for a long time. 

Chabot said the situation was not as simple as it 
seems. 

“The only place that we have crown timber is in pro¬ 
vincial parkland,” he said. “I am not about to start ex¬ 
changing parkland timber for the acquisition of addi¬ 
tional parkland. 

“There is nothing I would like better than to see a park 
in place in the inlet, but the company refuses to sell, and 
I don’t know of any land that we could exchange.” 

He said that if MacMillan Bloedel came up with a pro¬ 
posal to sell, or a suggestion for land that would be suit¬ 
able for exchange, the provincial government would be 
interested in taking a look at it. 

Chabot felt that if selective cutting and immediate 
reforestation programs were in place, the logging scars 
would probably be concealed in seven or eight years. 

“That is a rain forest area, and it would heal quickly,” 
he said.

10s operated by British air¬ 
lines. The groundings held 
up flights for about 1,000 tra¬ 
vellers at London’s Gatwick 
Airport, and authorities 
opened lounges normally 
needed only during the 
height of the summer tourist 
season. 

Laker, which offers the 
lowest-priced regularly 
scheduled flights between 
England and the U S., called 
back to London two U.S.- 
bound flights which were in 
mid-air—one en route to Los 
Angeles, the other to De¬ 
troit. 

Laker spokesman Evelyn 
Hayward said the airline 
owns six DC-lOs — the only 
ones used on its transatlantic 
routes. 

Other foreign airlines that 
voluntarily grounded their 
DC-10 fleets for safety in-

ensuring they were com¬ 
plete, “but on the whole our 
records are pretty reli¬ 
able.”

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Howard Koch, president of the Academy of Motion Pic¬ 
tures Arts and Sciences — which Miss Pickford helped 
found — said “she was the only living legend of what 
we’re really all about.

COQUITLAM (CP)— This 

3 uiet Vancouver suburb has 
eclared war on an embar¬ 
rassing problem. 

The Simon Fraser Health 
Unit has formed a three- 
member rat patrol to take a 
census of the unwelcome ro¬ 
dents in well-kept Coquitlam 
and attempt to keep the 
population down by planting 
poison in rat burrows and 
tunnels. 

The health unit normally 
gets about 25 rat complaints 
a month from Coqitlam resi¬ 
dents, but that is not an accu¬ 
rate picture of the problem, 
says health officer Tony 
Kluge. 

“People hesitate to report 
rats because they think it 
shows they’ve got unsani¬ 
tary conditions, which is 
true,” Kluge said in an inter¬ 
view. 

“But we’re not interested 
in whether anyone’s a good 
housekeeper or not. We just 
want to get rid of the rats.” 

Nor do the sightings that 
are reported necessarily 
give a clear indication of the 
rat population. 

On farms, one rat sighted 
at night usually means there 
are 10 more nearby, Kluge 
says. For every farm rat 
sighted in daylight, 100 
others can be found in the 
immediate area. 

Whether the same rule ap¬ 
plies to suburban, middle- 
class rats is something the 
rat patrol aims to find out. 
However, if a big rat and a

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little rat are spotted out for a 
stroll together, it’s a good bet 
there are at least five others 
holed up in a litter nearby, 
Kluge said. 

“I’m sure there are a lot of 
rats that exist on people's 
property that people aren’t 
aware of. They burrow 
under storage sheds or com¬ 
post heaps and so on.” 

The prevalent species is 
the Norway or common 
brown rat, which can weigh 
about 450 grams and mea¬ 
sure more than 40 centi¬ 
metres long—half of it tail. 


“They can carry a variety 
of diseases, but so far there 
have been no diseases relat¬ 
ed to rats found in the Lower 
Mainland,” said Kluge. 

The trouble with suburban 
rats is that they're a nui¬ 
sance. They will chew holes 
in houses, eat almost any¬ 
thing and are almost always 
hungry. 

Kluge says home owners 
can discourage rodent com¬ 
pany by blocking access 
holes in houses, clearing 
overgrown yards and re¬ 
moving food sources. As far 


as rats are concerned, an 
overflowing garbage can, 
compost heap or pet dish left 
on the porch are invitations 
to lunch.

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Saturna 
housing 
for aged 
gets nod

Saturna Island may have 
its first four senior citizen 
housing units ready for oc¬ 
cupation by next spring. 

Islands trustees have 
voted unanimously to re¬ 
lease 2.11 acres of Rural 2 
land for the specialized 
housing. 

They also approved inclu¬ 
sion of a new policy in Satur- 
na’s “official community 
plan,” allowing for senior 
citizen housing at a maxi¬ 
mum density of four dwell¬ 
ing units per acre. 

The project was conceived 
about three months ago at a 
senior citizens’ club meet¬ 
ing. 

As the Saturna Lions Club 
was not interested in it at the 
time, the senior citizens 
formed their own non-profit 
society with a board of six 
directors. 

Application for financial 
support was made to the pro¬ 
vincial government which 
came up with a $33,333 grant, 
one-third of the total antici¬ 
pated cost of the develop¬ 
ment. 

In addition, the province 
will back part of the private 
loan needed to make up the 
difference and the federal 
government will subsidize 
the society, reducing the in¬ 
terest on their loan to only 
one per cent. 

Thousands of dollars will 
be saved through local vol¬ 
untary assistance in clearing 
the land and putting in the 
septic field. 

Jim Money, local Islands 
trustee and chairman of the 
Saturna Island Senior Citi¬ 
zens Retirement Homes So¬ 
ciety, has only one beef. 

He feels the government 
should provide either plans 
or an architect’s services. As 
it is. Money says, the plans 
may cost seven or eight 
thousand dollars. 

Speaking of design, Money 
says they want their first 
quadruplex patterned after 
one of the newer units at the 
United Church homes on 
Harriet near Gorge Road in 
Victoria. 

One unit will be specially 
equipped for wheelchair- 
bound occupants. 

Before beginning, Money 
added, the society circulated 
questionnaires among the is¬ 
land’s older population, to 
help gauge present needs 
for this type of housing. 

He might have in mind the 
situation on Galiano Island, 
where 16 units were built 
only to find that island resi¬ 
dents had no immediate in¬ 
tentions of occupying them. 

The Saturna survey indi¬ 
cated that seven people were 
interested. Still, it was 
thought best to begin with 
four and add more as needs 
are proven. 

The site, on East Point 
Road, was chosen for its 
proximity to church, stores 
and dock. It has been bought 
by the provincial govern¬ 
ment and will be leased back 
to the society for a token 
rent. 

Priority will be given, 
Money says, to those who 
are in greatest need of ac¬ 
commodation, most of whoYn 
will be eligible for govern¬ 
ment rent subsidies. 

Architect’s fees notwith¬ 
standing, the society is forg¬ 
ing ahead with its project. 

They sign a contract with 
their Victoria architect, 
Monday.

Mountain 
of dreams 
rising 
in village

COURTENAY — Dreams are made of stiff determina¬ 
tion these days and Alex Linton is here to prove that 
fact. 

Linton is the developer of a $4.7 million project on Mt. 
Washington, which, when completed, will see not only 
downhill and cross country skiing but a mountain village 
complete with every convenience known to the urban 
dweller. 

Linton spoke recently to the monthly dinner meeting 
of Courtenay-Comox Chamber of Commerce. 

He said he would be promoting the concept of skiing 
in the morning and golfing, fishing or swimming in the 
afternoon. 

Mt. Washington will have snow for skiing long after 
other hills are closed. 

The project will be completed in several phases and 
when finished will have seven lifts. 

THREE MAIN parking lots are roughed in, a reservoir 
is ready to hold 500,000 gallons of water and the big 
gest single job now facing the workers is construction 
of two lifts. 

The lift installation is the costliest and the most pre¬ 
carious. 

There are 250 housing units now on paper. They re¬ 
sulted from “days and days of walking and rewalking” 
to obtain the best possible location, Linton said. 

The ski runs, which are 75 per cent cut snow, will be 
finished off and groomed this year. 

The site for the day lodge is cleared and parking lots 
will be finished in crushed rock. 

There will be $1 million spent on the day lodge, which 
will be three stories high and includes a cafe, coffee shop 
and inside bathrooms. 

THE LODGE will have passive solar heat, new in B.C.. 
Linton said. It will have double glazed windows and it is 
expected that 85 per cent of heating will be recovered. 

There will also be auxiliary heat as required. 

Linton said two years of extensive research on day 
lodges was completed and the worst mistake encoun¬ 
tered was the slope roof. 

The sewer and water system will be comparable to 
any municipality, according to the promoter. 

Pipes will be buried three feet deep, a costly and diffi¬ 
cult job as workers are involved in terrain which is 
foreign to them. 

A total ot 27 manholes will be included in Phase 1 
of the village, in addition to fire hydrants. 

THE WATER and sewer will go in about four months from 
now and will employ 35 persons. 

The village will have 69 single units, 20 duplexes and 
161 multiple units. Condominiums will not be built this 
year. 

Linton said it was a big undertaking and “everything 
must click.” A fire or heavy rain could cause problems. 

He said he did not need to dwell on the economic bene¬ 
fits his development would have on the Comox Valley. 
There would be a great spin-off, although it might take 
several years to “get on the map.” 

“It will become a mountain of note when the fourth 
lift goes in, in 1982, and is the only resort area in B.C. to 
install two chair lifts in one year,” Linton told chamber 
members. 

He praised Crown Zellerbach, from local officials to 
head office, for the co-operation he had received in 
developing the area. 

“They virtually turned the mountain over for recre¬ 
ation,” he said, adding that multi-nationals are often 
kicked around but they are not always that bad and 
often do not get credit for what they do.

Jury foreman Ken Bool said a law was 
needed to govern the securing of doors on 
old refrigerators. He said there is such a 
law in Ontario, but not in British Co 
lumbia. 


The jury also recommended that parents 
be urged to keep a close watch on young 
children at all times.

MINESWEEPS, BONDS 
AND LETTERS: 
SEA OF MEMORIES 
COMES TO FORE 
AT QUALICUM BEACH

QUALICUM BEACH - It has taken 
more than 30 years, but at last Elizabeth 
Little of St. Andrews cottages in Qualicum 
Beach has met her Second World War pen 
pal, Jack Wade. 

When the two started corresponding, he 
was an able seaman on HMS Qualicum , a 
minesweeper operating in the English 
Channel. 

Miss Little said Qualicum Beach was the 
first community in B.C. to go over the top 
in the sale of victory bonds so the ship was 
named HMS Qualicum in honor of Quali¬ 
cum residents. 

She recalled how penants were strung 
over the main street in Qualicum as more 


and more bonds were sold to raise funds 
for the war effort. 

Wade said the Qualicum used to sweep 
by day and escort convoys by night. 

When the ship was sweeping for mines, it 
towed a long bar astern. There were floats 
on the bar. 

Cutters were suspended from the bar to 
cut the lines which moored mines to the 
floor of the channel. 

The mines would come to the sur¬ 
face where they could be seen and avoided 
by the following ships. 

Wade said in theory the only ship in 
real danger was the minesweeper at the 
head of the convoy. 

Wade and his wife Ivy came to Qualicum 
for their annual vacation this year, staying 
in St. Andrews cottages where they met 
Miss Little for the first time. 


The three were spending hours reminisc¬ 
ing on the latter years of the war, when 
they exchanged letters and members of the 
HMS Qualicum club in Qualicum Beach 
sent food parcels to the men on the ship. 

Miss Little said the club used to raise 
money for the parcels by a variety of 
events, including whist drives. 

Captain Stevens wrote to the club to 
thank them for the many parcels. 

In his letter he said. “HMS Qualicum 
was one of the first ships to assist in the 
liberation of France. HMS Qualicum swept 
for the King (George VI), who folowed in 
HMS Arethasa on his first trip to Nor¬ 
mandy.” 

Wade had a rapid introduction to the 
navy. 

Shortly after finishing his basic training, 
he boarded the HMS Qualicum. It was the 


first time he had gone to sea. He said he 
could not swim and he still cannot swim. 
He enjoyed his time in the navy and he 
has many nostalgic memories. 

Conditions were cramped on the Quali¬ 
cum but Wade said small ships were al¬ 
ways the best. There were 650 men and five 
officers on board. 

Wade said the men had to sling their 
hammocks wherever they could find 
space. 

HMS Qualicum had a three-inch gun and 
could also shell low-flying aircraft. 

It had two throwers for depth char¬ 
ges to be used against submarines. Wade 
said they never saw any subs. 

A picture of the Qualicum has been 
hanging in the Qualicum Beach village 
council chamber for years, but few people 
knew the story of the ship.

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Tories may peg dollar , investors warned 


WINNIPEG (CP) — Richardson Securi¬ 
ties Inc. has advised its clients to stop 
speculating in Canadian dollars futures 
because of the possibility that the Clark 
government might “peg” the value of the 
dollar. 

In a commodities opinion letter pub¬ 
lished after the May 22 election, the firm 
said Conservatives criticized Liberals dur¬ 
ing the campaign for their handling of 
exchange rates. 


“Given the possibility that Mr. Clark 
may have to fight another election within 
the next 18 months, he may seek to defuse 
the exchange rate issue by pegging our 
. currency to the U. S. dollar at some 
arbitrarily determined level.” 

The firm mentioned 87 cents U.S. as one 
possible value of a pegged Canadian dol¬ 
lar, but it said advisers to the Clark gov¬ 
ernment could also opt for 86 or 85 cents. 


Research analyst Harold Davis, the au¬ 
thor of the report, said Wednesday he has 
no inside information about what course of 
action the new government might take. 

But he said the possibility of a pegged 
dollar makes other areas of investment 
more attractive to speculators for the time 
being. 

•‘For the speculator, we’re just saying, 
Play something else.’ ” 


The International Monetary Market in 
Chicago is the world’s only market that 
handles currency futures, and futures 
prices tend to rise and fall in line with 
"spot” prices for various currencies. 

In recent days, futures contracts in Ca¬ 
nadian dollars for June of this year have 
been trading at roughly 86 l / 4 to 8614 cents 


Davis said the Conservatives have ruled 
out foreign borrowings and massive in¬ 
tervention in the market as ways of con¬ 
trolling the value of a "floating” dollar. 

And since most people don’t understand 
the meaning of foreign exchange move¬ 
ments and associate a lower value for the 
dollar with economic mismanagement, he 
said the Conservatives could find pegging 
the dollar a popular move.

DC-10s grounded around the world 


Colonist wire services 

Most of the DC-lOs in the 
world, including the only two 
flying in Canada and owned 
by Wardair, were grounded 
for thorough inspections 
Tuesday following findings 
by the Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration in the U.S. of 
.suspected metal fatigue. 

The American agency or¬ 
dered the DC-10s in the U.S. 
grounded Monday following 
the crash of the American 
Airlines plane which killed 
273 persons. 

The Monday order was 
based on suspected flaws in 
the airplane’s wing assem¬

bly. But Tuesday’s finding of 
suspected metal fatigue was 
more serious and inspec¬ 
tions, both compulsory and 
voluntary, were ordered by a 
large number of airlines 
around the world. 

In Ottaw a, a federal trans¬ 
port ministry spokesman 
said Wardair must await a 
special investigation by 
McDonnell Douglas offi¬ 
cials. makers of the air¬ 
craft, before resuming char¬ 
ter flights. 


A Wardair spokesman in 
Edmonton said one of their 
$10 million planes was al¬ 
ready in Toronto awaiting 
inspection when the Cana¬ 
dian order was issued while 
the other, empty, was flying 
to Toronto from Scotland. 

Wardair expected to re¬ 
sume its scheduled overseas 
flights tonight following a 
further inspection of their 
engine mounts, a company 
spokesman said Tuesday. 

The transport ministry de¬ 


clined to follow the Ameri¬ 
can lead Monday in ground¬ 
ing the D'C-lOs. But the more 
serious findings Tuesday left 
the department no choice but 
to order the Wardair planes 
grounded, said the spokes¬ 
man. 

The U.S. government or¬ 
der followed the discovery of 
“grave and potentially dan¬ 
gerous deficiencies” in the 
assembly holding the planes’ 
engines to the wings. 

"I have no choice but to 


ground all U.S. DC-lOs im¬ 
mediately,” Langhome 
Bond, head of the Federal 
Aviation Administration, an¬ 
nounced at a news confer¬ 
ence. 

Bond told the Washington 
news conference that the 
trouble with the DC-lOs in¬ 
volves more than the engine¬ 
mounting bolt that broke as 
the doomed American Air¬ 
lines flight was taking off 
Friday. After the bolt 
snapped, the plane lost an 


engine, and crashed in 
flames. 

Bond said inspections car¬ 
ried out since Friday’s crash 
have revealed defects in the 
assemblies that hold the en¬ 
gines to the wings of an un¬ 
specified number of DC-lOs 
owned by United and North¬ 
west airlines. 

Shortly before Bond an¬ 
nounced the grounding of the 
planes. McDonnell Douglas 
Corp.. manufacturer of the 
DC-10, said an inspection in 
Chicago had revealed a

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Silent screen s(ar Mary Pick- 
ford, North America’s sweetheart in the 1920s, died Tuesday 
at Santa Monica Hospital of a stroke. She was 86. 

The Toronto-born Miss Pickford had been in apparently 
good condition until Friday, when her husband Buddy 
Rogers entered her bedroom and found her in a failing 
condition, said the former movie queen’s secretary, Linda 
Humphries. 

Rogers summoned a doctor and Miss Pickford was 
taken to hospital, where her condition deteriorated. 

"She was a strong-minded woman and she fought for 
her life,” said Miss Humphries. "But her age was against 

her.”

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Passengers leap 
from fiery Turbo 


IROQUOIS, Ont. (CP) — 
The engine and three cars of 
a Via Rail turbo train bound 
for Toronto from Montreal 
were damaged by fire Tues¬ 
day, company spokesmen 
said. 

All 205 passengers and six 
crew members on board 
escaped serious injury al¬ 
though three women suf¬ 
fered sprained ankles jump¬ 
ing from the burning train. 

The passengers fled the 
train which stopped about 
five kilometres west of Mor- 
risburg. They abandoned the 
train in the middle of a mos¬ 
quito-infested swamp and 
were eventually forced to 
walk about three kilometres 
to a level crossing. Most car¬ 
ried their baggage although 
some left bags on the turbo 
which were retrieved later. 

The passengers were 
picked up by a Rapido train 
bound for Toronto and con¬ 
tinued their journey after 
the fire was extinguished 
and the line reopened. 

Peter Buckley of Mon¬ 
treal, a passenger on the 
train, said there was no indi¬ 
cation of fire when the train 
came to a stop in the wooded 
area. 

He said about five minutes 
later crew members rushed 
through advising passengers 
to leave the train. 

‘‘Stepping out onto the 
track we could see flames 
and heavy black smoke com¬ 
ing out through the exhaust 
on the top of the train.” 

Within 15 minutes the en¬ 
gine was engulfed by fire, he 
said. 

Constable Lee McCasslin 
of the Ontario Provincial Po¬ 
lice said the front car was so 
badly damaged the body 
sagged on to the rails.

No timber 
to swap MB , 
says Chabot 

MacMillan Bloedel Ltd. refuses to sell the 9,000 acres 
surrounding Princess Louisa Inlet, and the province has 
no crown timber to trade, Parks Minister James Chabot said 
Tuesday. 

"We have a very difficult situation,” he commented. 

The giant timber company has said that logging of the 
10-kilometre-long fjord northeast of Powell River will start 
next year unless ownership of the land can be exchanged for 
other timberland of equal value and productivity. 

Members of .the Princess Louisa International Society, 
which looks after Chatterbox Falls Park at the head of the 
fjord, have protested the logging, which they say will leave a 
scar for a long time. 

Chabot said the situation was not as simple as it 
seems. 

"The only place that we have crown timber is in pro¬ 
vincial parkland,” he said. "I am not about to start ex¬ 
changing parkland timber for the acquisition of addi 
tional parkland. 

"There is nothing I would like better than to see a park 
in place in the inlet, but the company refuses to sell, and 
I don’t know of any land that we could exchange.” 

He said that if MacMillan Bloedel came up with a pro¬ 
posal to sell, or a suggestion for land that would be suit¬ 
able for exchange, the provincial government would be 
interested in taking a look at it. 

Chabot felt that if selective cutting and immediate 
reforestation programs were in place, the logging scars 
would probably be concealed in seven or eight years. 

"That is a rain forest area, and it would heal quickly.” 
he said.
